Conference to Be Held in 
Washington on Monday;

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Partner steps to make Virginia 
'i needed sewage disposal 
system a reality will be taken next 
Monday, when Mayor Roy Smith 
and the town committee on public 
works will discuss with Senator 
rry Flood Byrd and Congress- 
man Colgate W. Darden the pos- 
sibility of including the project in 
the coming spring's Public Works 
Administration building program. 
The meeting with Senator Byrd 
has been arranged by Mr. Darden, 
Mr. Smith stated yesterday, and 
win be held in Washington. 

The new sewage disposal plant, 
which would take the place of the 
inadequate setup now functioning, 
was proposed to the Works Pro- 
gress Administration a year ago 
by the Town Council. Engineers 
estimated that the new plant 
would cost in the neighborhood of 
-4408,000, at least 45 per cent of 
which cost would be carried by the 
Federal relief agency. 

Final Outcome Unknown 

So f ar as could be learned at 
that time, the Richmond office of 
the PWA approved the request, 
which was sent to the Washington 
office for final action. Whether 
or not such approval was received 
has never been learned definitely, 
although it is understood that the 
longtime silence signified official 
disapproval of the measure: 

It is the belief of those most in. 
terested in the new plant, for 
which a serious need exists, that 
possibly the Public Works Admin- 
istration executives can be induced 
to include the project in the build- 
ing activities listed for the late 
winter and spring. The confer- 
ence which Congressman Darden 
has arranged with Senator Byrd 
win seek the proper means of 
bringing the local need to the at- 
tention of the proper authorities. 

4»' Pi aun t Plant Inadequate 

i Although public health officials 
are not unduly worried over the 
present sewage disposal system, It 
is an admitted fact that the tre- 
mendous pressure exerted during 
the peak summer tourist season 
does not permit the proper elimin- 
ation of the waste materials. Paced

Muddling through the coldest 
January on record since 1918, 
Princess Anne county greeted the 
new year with swirling winds and 
subf reezing temperatures and 
hailed the passage of its first 
monthly period with continued 
cold and storm. In the opinion 
of many citizens, it was the worst 
January to be recalled In a greater 
period of years than indicated by 
the statistics because of the con- 
tinued subf reezing weather and 
the excessive snow. 
i The monthly meteorological 
summary issued this week by the 
weather bureau reveals that the 
mean temperature for January 
i was 36 8 degrees, 3.4 degrees lower 
■ than the average mean for the 
past 63 Januaries of 40 J2. The ac- 
cumulated deficiency since Jan- 
uary 1 from normal recordings 
reach the total of 108 degrees. 

Freakish characteristics marked 
the progress of the month, speak- 



ing from the point of view of tem- 
perature. On January 19, the 
thermometer climbed to 72 de- 
grees, seven degrees below the 
absolute maximum recorded for 
the month in 63 years, and one of 
the warmest January days on re- 
cord; Before that 24 hour period 
was completed, however, the 
temperature had dropped to 32, a 
fall of forty degrees to no more 
than 12 hours, with a subsequent 
precipitation of 2.18 inches. 

On January 7, In marked con. 
trast to the 19th, the thermometer 
registered but a four-degree differ- 
ence for the entire twenty-four 
hour period, dropping from 38 to 
34 degrees. During the last nine 
days of the month, the ther- 
mometer never did register above 
30, two points below freezing. Al- 
though the absolute minimum for 
the month of six degrees, as re- 
corded during the past 63 years,

GROUP URGES END OF FEE SYSTEM; 
WOULD CONSOLIDATE COUNTY JAILS 



The fee system as a method of 

compensation of public officials 

should be finally and completely 

abolished and all full time public 

'officials should be placed on a 

'salary to be determined by the 

.local governing bodies, subject to 

review by the state compensation 

board. This is a recommendation 

of the committee on taxation and 

government of the Virginia State 

Chamber of Commerce, made 

public in Richmond, which states 

that all fees should be paid into 

the public treasury. 

"Despite legislation of recent 
years, many of the elements of the 
fee system remain," the committee 
points out. "Among the officers 
still compensated by fees are the 
custodians of Jails, clerks of courts. 
Justices of the peace and sheriffs. 

Act Criticised 

"In 1032 the General Assembly 
placed county treasurers and com- 
missioners of the revenue on a 
salary basis, with the salaries 
based on their net Income from 
fees in the tax year 1930. The 
provisions of the act have been 
criticised on the ground that dur- 
ing the base year 1930 fee Incomes 
were higher than during the suc- 
ceeding years. Moreover It was 
argued that this program placed 
on a salary bases the two officers 
whose work probably Justified such 



a basis of compensation more than 
that of any other local officers by 
reason of the fact that they were 
in reality commission officers 
rather than fee officers in a strict 
sense of the word. 

"An act of the General Assembly 
has placed county and city at- 
torneys for the Commonwealth on 
a salary basis and established 
minimum and maximum salaries 
based on the population of the 
county or city. A similar scale of 
salaries was provided for county 
and city treasurers." 

Abolition Urged 

The committee reviews the re- 
commendations of the county gov- 
ernment commission and backs up 
its recommendation for the com- 
plete abolition of the fee system. 

"Severe criticism has been di- 
rected at the present fee system, 
whereby the compensation of the 
Jail custodians is contingent upon 
per diem fees based on the num- 
ber of prisoners In their charge," 
the committee states. "Reports 
and studies made to the past sev- 
eral years have revealed the de- 
plorable conditions existing in the 
county Jails. These studies and 
reports show that the Jails are In 
most instances antiquated and In- 
adequate structures, that they are 
unsanitary and poorly kept in

A NOTE ON CARELESSNESS

will not lack the heroism necessary 
under the circumstances." 

With such a state of mind cir- 
culating germs of inhuman soph- 
istry it is little wonder that fear 
of war constantly diverts peoples' 
minds from devices towards peace. 
This condonation of violation of 
all-civilized conceptions of armed 
conflict comes because for the 
moment the condoner espouses the 
cause of Italy and can see no 
wrong in whatever she may do. 
But the insidious harm that cur- 
rency of such an idea does trans- 
cends even a recognition of war as 
an acceptable agency of national 
policy. 

Americans can thank God for a 
free press, Hearstian practices and 
Brisbanian ideas notwithstanding. 
People can sift the insidious un- 
derminings of principles of right 
and justice into the rubbish heap 
They need only to keep a sharp 
eye for these contaminators to re- 
cognize propaganda, and to eval- 
uate sources, motives and perspec 
tlves. The erudite Brisbane writes 
from the cloistered comforts of an 
upholstered chair. He wrote from 
such vantage point In 1917 and 
1918. He never came closer to a 
bomb than a preparedness exhibit 
or an arsenal.

Even 
artists, poets and musicians, as 
well as scientists, are striving dis- 
tractedly to find new paths be- 
cause they find the old trends 
intolerable. And, what was true of 
1914, stands equally as true today, 
for we are adrift on uncha: 
seas with a variety of makeshift 
compasses, on none of which we 
may fearlessly rely. 



Yet, the situation is fav from 
hopeless. The old order of greed, 
suppression and arrogance is van- 
and^ishtag into the darkness and a new 
day gives promise of an improved 
state of living. When people have 
thought sufficiently long of new 
standards and new codes of con- 
duct, action will certainly follow. 
The cycle of existence is changing 
and the conquests of brute force 
and blind greed are slowly giving 
way to the fruits of intellectual 
rationalizations. Education, im- 
perfect as modern methods may 
be, is creating a new culture and 
a new design for modern living. 

The harsh notes of outmoded 
dictatorships and the new note of 
communism seem uncomfortably 
near us at times, but we see little 
hope for either becoming a part 



of our new culture. Such extremes

social justice. Such makeshift 
standards were denied hearing by 
those who, earlier ta the century, 
groped their way to understanding 
and they will be denied ta the 
broader, richer period of living 
which lies ahead.

The same ominous and obvious 
Insecurity that shrouded Europe 
in 1914 stalks across that contin- 
ent today. Born of the world-wide 
economic collapse of 1929, this 
general precariousness has been 
nurtured by a succession of hap- 
penings. Stalin, Mussolini and 
Hitler have been its-foster fathers. 
The agonizing failure of the 1932 
Disarmament Conference aggra- 
vated It. Along the Mediterranean, 
at this moment, it is whetted by 
the Ethiopian conflict. Out of this 
state of tension, what win come? 

Sir Arthur Willert poses an un- 
expected answer to this question. 
He recognizes the evident mani- 
festations of restlessness. As an 
experienced observer of interna- 
tional affairs, he perceives, too, 
other storm clouds not visible to 
the layman's eye. During recent 
months he has made a trip 
through all the major European 
trouble spots. Yet, he concludes, 
war in Europe is Improbable. 

The underlying dangers of the 
current European situation, how- 
ever. Sir Arthur makes clear, can- 
not be minimized. "There » are 
again two camps in Europe,", he 
reports, "as in the years before 
1914. In the one Is Germany, 
energetic, ambitious and discon- 
tented, already strong and growing 
stronger. In the other are the 
countries which fear Germany, 
led by France. In the middle 
background is again Great Britain 
very anxious and so far, rather 
aloof. In the far background is 
the United States, very aloof and 
rather anxious." 

In Herr Hitler's Germany the 
seeds of conflict have been firmly 
planted. They are being nurtured 
by religious and political discrim- 
ination. Meanwhile German man. 
power is being built up physically. 
The German mentality Is being 
fattened jfor the slaughter on a 
diet of racial supremacy. 

Where will this seething Nazi 
volcano erupt? If at all, Sir Arthur 
answers, on the East. The Polish 
Corridor is a trouble zone. Ger- 
many is afraid, perhaps without 
basis for such fear, of invasion by 
Russia. Or finally. Germany may 
accept an opportunity to march 
on Austria. 

From Austria the danger zone 
of European affairs extends down 
to the very tip of the Italian boot. 
Any venture by Germany to tres- 
pass on Austrian , independence 
would inevitably stir up a major 
European conflict. Italy, however, 
at present, is having troubles at 
home and in Ethiopia. Many 
Italians, Sir Arthur reports, have 
had little enthusiasm for war, and 
less for an expedition into tropical, 
plague-ridden Ethiopia. Their ap- 
petite for the martial has been 
quickly satiated by the discourag- 
ing campaign in Africa. They 
could not be induced, this author 
insists, to launch other wars now. 

Yet, Mussolini was, in part at 
least, goaded on by the root cause 
of all European troubles today — 
selfish, inflamed nationalism. In 
one country nationalism is built 
on racial grounds. In another on 
political arguments In still others 
it is grounded in economic neces- 
sity. The fear of lack of food, of 
raw materials, of employment, and 
of elbow-room for growing popula- 
tions is a curse that endangers 
European security. 

Despite these threats to Euro- 
pean peace and security, Sir 
Arthur prophesies that there is no 
real danger of any immediate 
catastrophe. Neither headstrong 
dictators nor nationalistic propa- 
ganda will suffice, in the near 
future, to overbalance the general 
desire of the peoples of Europe to 
continue, at peace, the making of 
a living for their families. 

The worth of this book, "What 
Next in Europe," does not rest on 
this conclusion. Its value lies in 
the comprehensive manner In 
which it outlines the only way 
permanent peace can be main- 
tained. 

The general desire of European 
peoples for peace and security, Sir 
Arthur declares, depends on the 
part England is willing to play. 
If England is willing to take the 
lead in offering collective inter, 
national resistance to all acts of 
unprovoked aggression by Eu- 
ropean trouble makers, the future 
Is clear.- The likelihood of Eu- 
ropean conflict during the next 
decade, tins author concludes, de- 



pends on the extent to which Eng 
land serves as the sheriff's posse; 
of Europe. 



The political circus goes on and 
on, and Instead of posters to at- 
tract public attention to the two 
major rings where the elephant 
and donkey perform, there are 
hot-off-the-press publications. 

"The Hoover Administration: A 
Documented Narrative" is dign- 
ified, but a neat little campaign 
blurb none the less. It has been 
called to our attention that the 
principal author. Prof. William 
Starr Myers (Walter Newton, 
Hoover's exsecretary, is the other 
one) likes to be known as a friend 
of Woodrow Wilson's. Well, he 
will be known as a friend of an- 
other President if Mr. Hoover is 
properly, grateful for Prof. Myers' 
worshiping account. Nay more, he 
should count as his friends all the 
members of the G. O. P., for. his 
admiration of Mr. Hoover's poli- 
cies which would have lifted us 
out of the depression and made 
business even bigger and better. 

Walter Lippmann's "Ooserva- 
tlons, 1938-35," articles which have 
appeared in the dally press, are 
more Impartial upon the subject 
of the present administration. Mr. 
Lippmann agrees that Hoover, 
with Ogden Mills and Eugene 
Meyer, had the depression 'In hand 
by June 1932. He blames the de- 
lay of recovery to their having 
backed the gold standard, which 
I was later shelved by. President 
Roosevelt. President Roosevelt's 
assumption of powers in 1933 is 
defended in the light of the serious 
situation that then faced the na- 
tion. Now that the emergency is 
past, Mr. Lippmann whales Into 
the President for holding on to 
powers to which he has evidently 
become accustomed, and which are 
no longer necessary or desirable. 

The open-mindedness of Mr. 
Lippmann's findings will probably 
gain the enmity of extremists in 
both parties, though his opinions 
already have the respect of many 
serious citizens. On the other 
hand, promoters of "the elephant 
and donkey acts will both enjoy 
Prof. Myers' book— one group as a 
paean of belated praise: the other 
as evidence of the lengths to which 
bias will go.

These 
factors, coupled with excellent 
business earlier in the month, 
made January considerably better 
than the same month last year. 
Power Production Gains 

Sustained momentum was noted 
in electric power production, con- 
struction and industrial activity, 
with many evidences of improved 
employment. The trend in the 
construction fieldjvas to resident- 
ial building, but there was con- 
siderable, public building, includ- 
ing projects on the Exposition 
grounds in Dallas. Building per- 
' mits in Detroit were three times 
greater than last year: 100 con- 
demned houses in Charleston were 
razed or repaired; a $5,000,000 
fiber plant was being constructed 
in Houston and many other indus- 
trial cities reported plant expan- 
sions as well as the construction 
of new enterprises. In Los Angeles, 
the Pacific Fruit Express author- 
ized a $10,000,000 freight car buy- 
ing program to handle increasing 
volume of fruit shipments. The 
National Western Stock Show at- 
tracted 105,000 visitors to Denver 
resulted in the sale of $2,500,- 
of livestock. ■ 

Uncertainty continued to hover 
over some wholesale markets as a 
repercussion from the AAA de- 
cision. Trade conventions brought 
many buyers to Chicago and one 
group sold $1,000,000 of canning 
machinery. The Spring Market 
conducted by SOS Los Angeles 
manufacturers brought heavy at- 
tendance from many States and 
foreign countries. In Cincinnati, 
shoe sales were 80% ahead of pre- 
vious week and 120% greater than 
last year, notwithstanding a re- 
served buying tendency whole- 
salers visualize a large backlog of 
orders for early release. 

Employment off Slightly ; 

Industrial employment slacked 
off slightly in Detroit. Pittsburgh 
continued to. receive new orders for 
structural steel; most Philadelphia 
foundries were busier than since 
1930; sail orders counteracted re- 
cession in automotive orders in 
Cleveland; St. Louis reported 
eleven new industries and four 
expansions; a million dollar real 
estate deal Was negotiated in 
Atlanta for a bottling plant. 

Reports of corporations reflected 
substantial earnings with General 
Motors' net profit reported at 
$167,226,000, the largest since 1929 
with the final quarter of 1935 the 
best in history. U. 8. Steel re- 
ported the first full year profit 
since 1931, a net income of (1,084.- 
917 against a net loss of $21,667,- 
780 in 1934. Bethlehem Steel re- 
ported net income of $4,291,253 
against $550,571 in the preceding 
year. Savings deposits continued 
to rise. Cash income from farm 
pfwlucts and benefit payments for 
1935 estimated at $6,932,000,000 
compared with (4,328,000,000 in 
1932. For the month of December 
total cash income was $645X03.030, 
compared with $526,000,000 in the 
previous December.

lax Belief Foreseen 

"In 1934 the assessed value of 
real estate in Virginia was $1,176,- 
502,000, of which $507,831,000 was 
in the counties and $608,670,000 in 
the cities. This represented more 
than two-thirds of all the property 
values subject to local taxation. 

"It is believed that through 
satisfactory provision for period 
reassessment and equalization, the 
greatest possible relief may be 
brought to the taxpaying owners 
of real estate. 

"As measures designed to cor- 
rect existing inequalities in real 
estate assessment in the future, 
the committee recommends that 
qualification requirements be 
established by the State Depart- 
ment of Taxation for all candi- 
dates for the office of property as- 
sessor in the localities, and that 
such officers be required to dem- 
onstrate their training and ability 
to do the work of this office. 
. Supervisory Provisions 

"It recommends that the State 
Department of Taxation be given 
reasonable powers of supervision 
over local assessments, sufficient 
to enable the department to pre- 
pare the general land classifica- 
tions for the counties and super- 
vise their preparation for the 
cities, to supervise the collection 
of data necessary for valuation, to 
issue instructions as to the man- 
ner of appraisal, and to review the 
results and order a reassessment 
if this procedure be found neces- 
sary. 

"The committee recommends 
that provision be made by law for 
the review and Serialization of as- 

sessmentswvrijjijj^ procedure so 
simple ana inexpensive that any 
citizen with a just grievance can 
find ready redress and that the 
larger cities be required to main- 
tain a permanent assessing office 
fully equipped and manned to cope 
with the difficult problems of 
urban land valuation. 

"Even though the state govern- 
ment no longer levies taxes on 
real estate, the state constitution 
requires properties of the same 
clai3 shall be uniform. The state 
is under obligation to enforce this 
provision of the Constitution and 
thereby protect its citizens from 
unfair and unjust discrimina- 
tions." 

Assessment Variations 

The committee points out that 
studies of the assessed values of 
real estate in comparison with the 
sales values of the same property 
were made by the state in 1914, 
1923, and 1926. Of these studies 
the committee says: 

"It was revealed that assess- 
ments in one county in 1923 
ranged from 2 per cent to 140 per 
cent of the sales value, in another 
from 5 per cent to more than 250 
per cent of sales value. In no 
county was the range less than 
from 10 per cent to 90 per cent of 
true value. 

"Study of ten representative 
Virginia counties showed that for 
the years 1930 and 1931 the ratio 
of assessed to true value as mea- 
by sales value ranged from 
than 9 per cent to more than 
U5 per cent. The average was 
about 35 per cent. A total of 7.79 
per cent of. the real estate in these 
counties was assessed at less than 
• per cent of Its true value in 1930, 
white in the same year 8.77 per 
cent of the real estate was assess- 
ed at more than 100 per cent of 
its true value. In each year the 
committee reports that a consider- 
able number of real estate owners 
were paying, proportionately to 
the value of their property, more 
than ten times the taxes paid by

Assistance Given 

At the same time, the client is 
given the benefit of the farming 
knowledge of trained men and wo- 
men who are familiar with condi- 
tions locally, to the end that he 
may be able to repay his loan. 
During the crop season the farmer 
is expected to confer with the 
supervisor on proper cultivation 
methods, while his wife is given 
every assistance in canning, food 
preservation and other home oper- 
ations. 

At present, State Director H. H. 
Gordon reports, there are approx- 
imately 3,500 families under care 
of the rural rehabilitation pro- 
gram in Virginia. This state has 
a quota of 8,000 families to be 
brought under the program by 
May. 

Farm owners, tenants, share 
croppers, farm laborers or persons 
with farming experience and back- 
ground, are eligible for rehabilita- 
tion loans, provided they are the 
heads of destitute or low income 
families unable to obtain credit 
from ordinary sources. 

Distress Causes Attacked 

Experience in providing relief 
for farm families caught in the 
net of the recent depression led to 
the conclusion that in the major- 
ity of cases it is more practical, 
more economical and more con- 
ducive to good citizenship to help 
farm families to help themselves 
by attacking or eliminating some 
of the causes that make them such 
easy prey of economi: crises. 

In every community are to be 
found farm families which, be- 
cause of unfortunate circum- 
stances — such as severe illness, 
poor management, inadequate 
land resources, lack training, lack 
of equipment, exorbitant interest 
rates and resulting debt and fore- 
closure — are not financially sol- 
vent but nevertheless are indus- 
trious and deserve a chance to 
prove their worth.

Hutcheson Believes AAA Ex- 
perience Helpful in Plan- 
ning Future. 



Declaring that the need for agri. 
cultural adjustment still exists and 
listing three lessons learned from 
the AAA, J. R. Hutcheson, director 
of the Virginia agricultural exten- 
sion division, addressed the Vir- 
ginia Crop Improvement Associa- 
tion at Warrenton last week on 
"Future Plans of Agricultural Ad- 
justment." 

"The supreme court decision," 
he said, "effectively did away with 
most of the programs under the 
AAA. However, this decision did 
not do away with * the need for 
such adjustments. Due to the loss 
of both foreign and domestic 
markets* during recent years, there 
are enough people on the farms 
and enough land that will grow 
staple crops to bring about an 
overproduction of wheat, corn, 
cotton and tobacco any year in 
which weather conditions are 
favorable. Production above con- 
sumptive demand always results 
in lower prices for agriculture, and 
if continued, finally affects all 
business." 

Mr. Hutcheson stated that, in 
his opinion, the two years' experi- 
ence under the AAA had caused 
most thinking farmers to arrive 
at the following conclusions: 

1. That an effective balance 
between agricultural production 
and consumptive demand will re- 
sult in a fair exchange value for 
farm products. 

2. That a fair exchange value 
for farm products in the United 
States will result in improved busi- 
ness conditions. 

3. That the centralizing powers 



used effectively in bringing about 
fair exchange values for farm pro- 
duets. Acreage adjustment was 
emergency measure and had its 
imperfections, Mr. Hutcheson de- 
clared. Realizing this, Se c ret a r y 
Wallace, in November 1033, set his 
economists to work developing a 
different and more permanent 
program. Later on he called upon 
the land grant colleges to cooper- 
ate in developing a better plan. Re 
asked that local, regional and state 
studies be started . to determine 
how much of each commodity 
would be produced if soil fertility 
were maintained and soil erosion 
prevented. In Virginia these 
studies were directed by Dr. H. N. 
Young, Prof. T. B. Hutcheson, 
Prof. C. W. Holdaway, Prof. R. E. 
Hunt and others at V. P. I. 
Basis For New Program 

Results of these studies will pro- 
bably be used as a basis for airy 
new adjustment program. At pre- 
sent, a consideration is being given 
to a soil conservation program 
which has for its purpose a wiser 
use of land resources. Under this 
program farmers win probably, be 
paid for taking out of cultivation 
land which should not be culti- 
vated and also for changing pre- 
sent practices so as to conserve 
soil fertility and prevent erosion. 

It is Mr. Hutcheson 's opinion 
that the soil conservation program 
.would be helpful and would prob- 
ably effectively fit production to 
demand for wheat and corn. He 
does not believe it would be effec- 
tive for such specialty crops as to- 
bacco, which occupies such a small 
part of total farm land that pro- 
duction is easily increased. For 
such crops he advocated that 
farmers be given as effective 
means of production control as is 
given certain industries through 
tariffs and corporate organization. 

"I do not believe in production 
control for either agriculture, in- 
dustry or labor," Mr. Hutcheson 
stated, "but if through special 
legislation, industry and labor be 
allowed to cut production when- 
ever prices fall, farmers should be 
given similar powers. The nature 
of the farming business keeps 
fanners from effectively using 
tariffs and corporate organization 
in production control. Farmers 
need the centralizing powers of tile 
federal government to meet this 
situation effectively and will In- 
sist that they be given such powers 
or that the special privileges now 
being granted industry and labor 
be discontinued.

James Is Major Problem 

While pollution exists in other 
river basins in Virginia, the indus- 
trial James seems to the Board to 
present the major stream pollu- 
tion problem of the State. It has 
recommended the partial or com- 
plete treatment, according to local 
conditions, of sewage by the large 
cities, further studies of existing 
industrial wastes with a view to 
finding practicable methods of re- 
covering by-products or changing 
the character of such wastes which 
tend to affect seriously stream 
conditions, and the establishment 
of a policy with regard to the 
location of new industrial plants 
In this basin. 

Charlottesville is the only city 
In the area which has provided 
for treatment of its sewage. 

Concerning Shenandoah River 
Basin the Board believes towns in 
the area will shortly have to obtain 
public water supplies from the 
river and that the tourist trade 
and tourist uses of the streams are 
an added reason why Shenandoah 
should not be polluted. 

In the Roanoke River Basin 
sewage from all of the municipal- 
ities is discharged without treat- 
ment into the streams. These 
cities have a population of 122,700, 
while five municipalities above 
ClarksviUe obtain their supplies of 
water entirely from surface 
streams. The Board does not con- 
sider the Roanoke Basin situation 
as serious at the present time.

Precipitation Excessive 

A total rain precipitation of 6.46 
inches and" a total snowfall of 9.6 
inches added to the worries of the 
cold. This record precipitation has 
been surpassed but three times in 
the weather bureau's reports, the 
tost time in 1884, when a fall of 
8.43 inches was noted. Normal pre- 
cipitation for January to 3.15 in- 
ches, which hangs up an excess of 
3.31 inches for the month Just 
completed. 

The greatest snowfall for the 
month over a 24-hour period oc- 
curred on the 26-27, when five 
inches were reported. At the end 
of the month, 3.8 inches of snow 
still covered the ground. 
Gales Reported 
, The prevailing wind for the 
month blew from northwest, with 
a total movement of 9,110 miles. 
Gales were reported on January 3, 
19, 20, 23, 27, 28 and 31, with the 
maximum velocity occurring on 
January 23, when a wind of 51 
miles per hour Was recorded. The 
maximum wind velocity -for the 
month was 64 miles per hour, re- 
ported on January 26, 1933. 

In all, nine days were clear, 
seven partly cloudy, fifteen cloudy 
and on twelve days more than .01 
inch or more of precipitation oc- 
curred. Unseasonal thunder storms 
swept over the county on January 
11, 15 and 19. 

That we must have weather 
whether or no is adequately 
proven by the above figures. Resi- 
dents of the county, thankful that 
the January siege is over, are hop- 
ing that winter's blasts will soon 
subside to an early sprint.

An expansion of a fifth in the 
activities of the Children's Home 
Society of Virginia for 1936 to en- 
able it to care for many neglected 
and homeless children to whom It 
has been forced to refuse aid dur- 
ing the past year, was announced 
by Edmund Strudwick, Jr., the 
president, at the annual meeting 
in Richmond this/week. Friends 
andSdte ectors of ythe Society from 
all parts of the state were present 
and approved the plans, which, of 
course, depend for their fulfill- 
ment upon support from the char- 
itable people of the state. Follow- 
ing Mr. Strudwick an appeal to 
the General Assembly for in- 
creased aid for Virginia children 
was made by Dr. C. C. Caretens, 
executive director of the Child 
Welfare League of America, and 
one of the nation's great leaders 
in social work. 

The report of the treasurer, W. 
A. Roper, showed expenditures for 
the year of $75,622.82 and a work- 
ing capital on December 31, of 
$13,511 35, enough to provide a 
part of the funds necessary to 
carry on the work until the an- 
nual campaign in May. Frank 
Davis Preston, the secretary, re- 
ported that during the year the 
Society had oared for 784 children, 
and had 630 in its charge at the 
end of the year. It had been able 
to accept only 38 additional child- 
ren during the year, owing to lack 
of funds, although applications 
had come in from 218. During 
the year Its visitors have investi- 
gated 113 new appeals and 145 
prospective foster homes, placed

In outlining the plans of the 
Society for the coning year, Mr. 
Strudwick pointed out that the 
years when it seemed doubtful 
whether the Society could even 
continue In existence were past, 
and it Is now ready to begin an 
expansion to meet the great needs 
it has not so far been able to 
touch and to enter that "immense- 
ly larger field for whjch we deeply 
wish to be able to be responsible.*' 
After saying that the 675,866 oper- 
ating budget set forth ton mini- 
mum for the care of children who 
have already been accepted, and a 
few emergency cases, he went on: 

"There is a supplementary bud- 
get of $15,600 which is absolutely 
essential for the minimum needs 
of some of the children of the 
state for whom there to no other 
resource. Every dollar of this is 
imperatively needed and the cam- 
paign organization has determined 
to make every effort to tell the 
people of Virginia of the need in 
the hope that a substantial in- 
crease in income during 1836 will 
permit care to many more child- 
ren than has been possible during 
the past two or three years. 

"Conditions in Virginia general- 
ly are very much better, but the 
child welfare work is still woefully 
inadequate. We do not even know 
how inadequate it is^but we do 
know that there are hundreds, if 
not thousands, of children who 
need and deserve our care, and 
that it to necessary for the Society 
and its friends and supporters to 
redouble their efforts." 

Children Need Help 

"The children of Virginia need 
the help of their government In 
their problems," declared Dr. Car- 
stens, who was guest orator for 
the occasion., "Sooner or later, 
many of the children who are 
now neglected will come into the 
care of the welfare agencies of the 
state as incompetents, if they do 
not come into the care of the state 
Itself as law breakers. 

"I hope that the General As- 
sembly will take advantage - ar soon 
as possible of the . opportunities 
provided by the Federal govern- 
ment, in order that the children 
of the rural districts particularly 
may have that kindly care and 
guidance to which every child is

Such action was taken this week 
by the hospital officials, according 
to the terms of a letter sent to the 
county clerk, which will be con- 
sidered by the supervisors at their 
meeting on February 24 



The hospitals concerhed-r*Pro- 
testant, Memorial and St. Vin- 
cent's—have • been receiving $100 
per month from Princess Anne 
jBOtmty towards the cost of hand- 
charity patients residing in 
the county. Officials of the hos- 
pitals have pointed out repeatedly 
that no sum less- than $1 per day 
for each patient day is acceptable 
to them and, since 1020 such days 
were used by county patients last 
year, they argue that this amount 
is. the, smallest which can be ac- 
cepted if such work is to be con- 
tinued. 

When the Question of hospital- 
ization appropriations was pre- 
sented to the board of supervisors, 
it was pointed out that each pati- 
ent actually costs the hospitals a 
matter of $4 80 per day. However, 
as a gesture of cooperation, the 
hospital authorities agreed ( to a 
minimum charge of $1 per day, 
thus assuring a continuance of 
past service to all indigent if the 
sum of $1020 was forthcoming. 

Board Cats Request 

At the first session of the new 
board of supervisors, it was voted 
'j to continue the $100 monthly ap- 
propriation, the sentiment of the 
^ ^members being that this was suf- 
ficient to take care of all actual 
indigent patients from the coun- 
ty. At the time such action was 
taken, members of the hospital as- 
sociation recommended that the 
inadequate checks be refused and 
the county be forced, by process 
of law if necessary, to pay. the 
basic minimum charge of $3 per 
day for all patients enrolled. 

The board took no notice of 
these threats at its regularly sche- 
duled January meeting, and a 
check for $100 was drawn to the

Discussing the individual chap- 
ters of his book.

New cold waves are reported mov- 
ing eastward, and, says the weath- 
erman, may reach here most any 
day.

Scouting, we always have 
thought, combines with its adven- 
turous, outdoor aspect just enough 
moral and spiritual flavor to make 
it attractive to boys of all classes 
and conditions of life. By sugges- 
tion, rather than by tedious 
preaching it points out a proper 
way of living, steering the youth 
away from the pitfalls of the un- 
organized alley gang by substitut- 
ing a program so full of interest 
that none can escape its enthus- 
iasm. " 

Training for good citizenship is 
one of its chief pursuits, but 
Scouting accomplishes the de- 
velopment of the proper interest 
in a future responsibility by focuss- 
ing the interest and attention of 
the boy on suitable studies through 
the medium of a group contest. 
It does not scold or nag, ptecing 
the responsibility of advancement 
through the many phases of 
Scouting solely upon the indivi- 
dual. No boy desires to remain a

But 
the vital objective is to get at the 
heart of the scandalous condition 
in city Jails. 

There is no question as to the 
mood of the State on this issue. 
Its mind is fully made up. When 
the facts became plain and every- 
one could see how Jailers were 
fattening in direct proportion as 
they starved their prisoners, indig- 
nation was expressed all over the 
State. Virtually every dally news- 
paper in Virginia condemned the 
system In the strongest terms, and 
not one of them that we know of 
came to its defense. The demand 
for correction was immediate, de- 
termined, and conclusive. The 
sense of outrage was unmistakable. 
Legislators could ask for no more 
impressive evidence of the public 
indignation than they could read 
in one newspaper after another— 
could not possibly miss the depth 
of feeling and the universality of 
the criticism. 

The demonstration was natural 
and inevitable. Virginia has not 
the slightest Intention of allowing, 
once the true condition is brought 
out into the open, a system which 
pays city sergeants more because 
it feeds their prisoners less. The 
State wants Jailers to have a fair 
salary. But It does not want them 
to grow rich by taking food away 
from hungry men. It will not 
stand for that kind of cannibal- 
ism. 

This is the fact which the legis- 
lature needs to keep in mind. It 
is dealing in this problem with a 
part of the fee system, and the 
beneficiaries of that system may 
rally in defense. If the fee of- 
ficials are wise, they will not. They 
could not have a worse cause to 
fight for. But they are a close 
brotherhood, and a powerful one; 
and they are sensitive to anything 
which touches the pockets of their 
members. If they seek to block 
this reform, they will be in the 
position of defending a condition 
which has outraged the State's 
sense of decency.— Norfolk Vir- 
ginian-Pilot.

Virginia has come out of the 
mud miraculously during the part 
fifteen years, and can afford to 
take it easy on its road program 
as dozens of other equally Im- 
portant matters press for atten- 
tion. The State pays out annual- 
ly a considerably greater percent- 
age for roads than for schools. 
Perhaps by the elimination of 
costly and unnecessary duplica- 
tions in the normal school system 
and other needless parallel de- 
partments in the State Institutions 
the secondary instruction system 
might get its proper share of the 
funds.

We fall to share the alarm of 
State Highway Commissioner 
Henry G, Shirley for the future 
of Virginia's highway system, both 
primary and secondary. The dark 
picture he paints has the familiar 
aspect of the biennial hue and 
cry for more revenue, that goes 
up from every State department 
in legislative years. We do not see 
that it is necessary to complete 
the State's primary road system 
in a space of ten years. In that 
way we would be tremendously ad- 
ding to maintenance costs at the 
same time. It appears that the 
wiser course is to extend gradually 
the construction of new roads, 
keeping maintenance at a slower 
rate of increase and eventually 
coming to a surf let point on prim- 
ary construction, which should be 
easily within the lives of most of 
us. While we do not have the 
figures on highway appropriations 
for this, the concluding year of 
the 1934-1936 biennlum before us, 
we nevertheless point out that ap- 
propriations asked for the coming 
two years are an increase over the 
past two of $8,279,750.00. 

While Mr. Shirley's position Is 
not explained by him with any 
great degree of clarity, we should 
think that he would have no 
trouble in getting through the re- 
maining five months of this bien- 
nlum, especially since WPA pro- 
jects totaling millions of dollars 
are expected to get under way in 
the Spring and early Summer of 
this year. It may also be remem- 
bered that the many bridges, un- 
derpasses and overheads to be 
built with these WPA funds will 
be permanent highway improve- 
ments, relieving the State of the 
necessity for this construction 
work in the future. It would ap- 
pear also that the newspapers of 
the state in news articles and edi- 
torial comment are a trifle care- 
less with their figures.

The death of Charles Beecher 
Warren, who was eminent as a 
public man In his own right, semes 
to recall one of the most colorful * 
political events of recent American 
history. 

President Coplldge had submit- 
ted the name of Mr. Warren to the 
Senate for confirmation as at- 
torney-general. It was In the dayf 
when the senate was on Its man- 
hunt and was suspicious of all 
political figures, particularly those 
which had connections with big 
business. Mr. Warren was counsel 
for the sugar industry, which was 
under investigation by the Federal 
Trade Commission. 

General Dawes, as vice-presi- 
dent, was presiding over the Sen- 
ate. One day in the middle of the 
session, he chose to take a nap at 
his hotel. The president pro-tern 
of the Senate was presiding In his 
absence. Without warning, a party 
leader called up the name Of Mr. 1 
Warren for confirmation. HurjAen 
calls were put in for the Vice- 
president. He Jumped up from hie 
nap, grabbed a taxi and urged the 
driver to go post-haste to the 
Capitol. The chagrined vice-presi- 
dent walked in just alter the 
Senate, by a margin of one vote, 
had rejected, on roll call, the nom- 
ination of his party colleague— one 
of the few times in history a 
Cabinet appointee has been re- 
jected. It was said in Washington 
that Mr. Coolldge never forgave 
Dawes. Whether that is true or 
not, the Incident became famous 
as "the second Dawes ride," an 
ancestor, William Dawes, having 
ridden with Paul Revere.— Rich- 
mond Times-Dispatch.

"The Last Puritan" is complex, 
various, enigmatic. It is peopled 
by a gallery of characters, animat- 
ed by brilliant conversation, en- 
riched by an unfailing stream of 
fresh ideas. It is a social satire, 
and a philosophic fable. Most ap- 
parently it is the life-story of 
Oliver Alden. 

This young protagonist is a mil- 
lionaire, a football player, and a 
Harvard man. Beneath these 
labels, however, there is basic 
stock : he is a Puritan. His father, 
Peter Alden, constitutionally in- 
capable of finding himself a niche 
in society, lives on a •grotesque 
yacht, tended in his illnesses and 
his opium bouts by the young 
skipper, Jim Darnley. Alden's wife 
whom he has married for con- 
venience only, takes upon herself 
the rearing of their only son, 
Oliver, in a small Connecticut city.

As Oliver 
grows toward manhood, however, 
he is molded and molds himself in 
the tradition of Puritanism, which 
is the common inheritance of both 
of his parents.

Later he takes a cruise with his 
father, learns something of Peter's 
viewpoint toward life, meets Jim 
Darnley and becomes warmly de- 
voted to him. Subsequently, when 
traveling in England, Oliver is 
thrown in contact with Mario, his 
cousin. Mario and Jim are the 
two friends of his life: he gives 
them all the affection he has to 
command, rescues both of them 
repeatedly from scrapes. 
, Yet Oliver cannot be at home in 
the world as are his friends, with 
their natural, frank acceptance of 
the life of the senses. - His is a 
perpetual struggle to Integrate 
highly developed ethical principles 
with the chaos of life in order to 
fulfil his duty, or, failing that, to 
fit himself to such of the world's 
standards as he can find and ac- 
cept. As Mario says, "In Oliver 
Puritanism worked itself out to Its 
logical end. He convinced him- 
self, on Puritan grounds, that it 
was wrong to be a Puritan:" and, 
the author adds, "he remained a 
Puritan notwithstanding."

Retail trade continued to be. af- 
fected by a continuance of severe 
weather in most parts of the coun- 
try, but the level of volume was in 
the main ahead of last year. There 
was considerable broadening of in- 
dustrial activity largely as a re- 
sult of railroad equipment and 
structural steel buying, according 
to reports to the Department of 
Commerce from leading cities. 

Department store sales in New 
York were well advanced over last 
year, but in Chicago. Pittsburgh, 
Cleveland, Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Kansas City, there was some 
recession from last week. Sub- 
stantial gains over last week as 
well as last year were reported by 
Philadelphia. Seattle, Houston, 
Wilmington, Charleston and New 
Orleans. In virtually all cases, 
business for the full month of 
January was' well ahead of the 
1935 month. 

AAA Fog Clearing 

Wholesale lines were not feeling 
the surge of Spring business, but 
buying picked up in most whole- 
sale centers, and the fog resulting 
in the cotton markets from the 
AAA decision was clearing. Boston 
reported the sale of cotton fabrics 
on a par with production, 
wool business continued its pheno- 
menal rise. Trade shows attract- 
ed large buying delegations to 
Chicago, Los Angeles and Minnea- 
polis with optimism prevailing un- 
der the influence of low retail in- 
ventories. 

The retarding influence of the 
weather was partly counteracted 
by the heavy fuel business, and 
construction continued to main- 
tain a wide margin of volume over 
last year in residential, commercial 
and industrial building. 

Steel Operations Rise 

Pittsburgh was feeling the effect 
of rail equipment buying, result- . 
ing in the rise in the steel operat- I j aDan has 
ing rate to 52% of capacity. Two c j UD8 
railroads placed orders for $13,- j 
000,000 of open top freight cars 
and locomotives. New York re- 
ported heavy rail equipment buy- 
ing. In Detroit, the expected in- 
dustrial recession was moderately 
in evidence, but the employment 
index was several points ahead of 
January a year ago. The steel 
ingot output in Chicago rose 6% 
points to 59%. Boston shoe plants 
increased their schedules and 42 
new miscellaneous corporations 
were chartered in Massachusetts 
during the week. Plants at Fall 
River. Mass., Increased their 
capacity. Improvement was noted 
In the metals and men's clothing 
trades in Cincinnati, and Birming- 
ham steel mills were re-employing 
hundreds of workers for handling 
Increased orders for rails. In- 
dianapolis reported that new in- 
dustries established there during 
the year added a million dollars 
to the payrolls, while several 
established plants were expanded. 
Demands were being made In 
Cleveland for industrial and fact- 
tory space and a sheet and tin 
plate plant resumed after IB 
months of idleness; a rayon plant 
was spending $2,000,000 to double 
the capacity of two plants. Los 
Angeles, San Francisco and Louis- 
ville reported expansions. 

Construction was more active In 
Los Angeles and Chattanooga 
than for several years, while Col- 
umbia, S. C, reported an all-time 
peak. New York, Detroit, Indian- 
apolis and Atlanta also reported a 
considerable rise. 

Financial skies were brighter 
with many corporations reporting 
the best net profits In several 
years. Sears Roebuck & Co., had 
the largest gross sales since 1S29, 
the volume for the year rising 23% 
over 1934 to $417,000,000. Improve- 
ment also extended to the seml- 
luxury lines with jewelry sales ris- 
ing sharply, while confectionery 
and chocolate products sales in 
1935 were more than 8% greater 
than the preceding year. Auto- 
mobile sales continued high with 
one manufacturer reporting 1935 
the best year In its history while 
another made a similar report on 
January sales. A rise in bank 
clearings over the previous and 
1935 weeks was another indicator 
of the steadily rising tide of busi- 
ness.

Although there is no way to 
control climate, soil can be cus- 
tom made.

That some will not 
flourish as well as others is under- 
stood, but careful selection and ex- 
perimentation wiU reveal those 
types most suited to the several 
communities. 

No soil is so dead or so value 



No fertiliser of any kind should 
be used during the first year of 
planting. The soil should be fully 
prepared at the time of planting 
and requires no additional stimul- 
ous. 

If soil is of surplus "acidity, 
counteract that factor by the use 
of carbonate of lime, using at least 
one pound to each cubic foot of 
soil. Lime should be used every 
few years. Ground oyster shells 
he advised as excellent.

Thousands of acres of land 
throughout the State which have 
escaped taxation because never re- 
corded on the tax books of the 
counties, will be revealed if Vir- 
ginia adopts the recommendation 
of the State Planning Board and 
a complete aerial map of Virginia 
is made, according to the exper- 
ience of cities and states which 
have adopted aerial mapping, ft 
has been learned by the State 
Planning Board. Sometimes, ac- 
cording to aerial mapping com- 
pany officials, the saving hi taxes 
to cities has fully Justified the 
costs of the surveys. The Board 
points out that the taxed lands in 
Virginia, after making due allow- 
ances for tax exempt areas, do not 
come within thousands of acres of 
equalling the total landed area of 
the State. 

Survey Said Necessary 

"Virginia has practically no 
mapping showing different types 
of land use, i. e., forests, waste, 
cultivated, etc.," the Board states. 
While the Board is having built 
up a base map for the purpose of 
permitting the drafting of a more 
accurate set of county and road 
maps, it has not the field force 
necessary to cover the State, so 
as to obtain surface Information 
as to culture, minor roads, house 
distribution, geography, etc. The 
desired information may most ad- 
vantageously and accurately be 
obtained by an aerial survey. It 
is, therefore, recommended that 
an aerial survey with a flight 
scale of 1 inch to 2400 feet or 3000 
feet be made with mosaics for 
quadrangles corresponding to the 
U. S. Geological Survey sheets and 
copy negatives so that the repro- 
ductions may be furnished all 
State Departments using maps In 
their work and to all interested 
subdivisions. Suitable enlarge- 
ments may be used by the counties 
as tax maps. 

The Board also points out that 
if done at this season of the year 
the general classifications of the 
land will be more easily determin- 
ed and the nature of the wood- 
lands will be revealed, as the ever- 
green such as pine will stand re- 
vealed while the hardwoods will be 
without leaves. 

The cost of obtaining certain 
types of needed land-use informa- 
tion in any other way is considered 
by the Board to be far greater 
than by aerial mapping. The time 
consumed in the project would 
also be far less if a photographic 
map is produced. 

Attention is called to the fact 
that the aerial maps are, of equal 
Interest from the standpoint of 
county planning as they are in con- 
nection with state planning.

Want a job? Then read thj 
newspapers! That's the tip which 
Dr. Walter B. Pitkin, author and 
psychologist, gives to youthful 
career-seekers. 

"Events make news. Events 
determine jobs," he says in the 
current Rotarian Magazine. 
"Young people can, if they win, 
get their bearings and frequently 
find their 'chance of a lifetime' 
through nothing but careful read- 
ing and interpretation of the news 
published in the best of our large 
metropolitan papers. And useful 
Information may be found in 
country weeklies, county dailies 
and medium-sized papers." 

He cites typical examples in 
such headlines as these: "1,500 Co- 
operative Stores Are Launched 
During Year," "Color Photography 
Opens Fields for Young Artists," 
"Currency Controller Sees Need 
for Trained Bankers," "County 
Manager Planned," etc. The story 
in each case gives helpful details. 

"The next time some ' jobless 
youth or maid reports forlornly 
that he feels unwanted in this 
cruel world," he recommends to 
those adults who want to help, 
"suggest kindly that he retire to 
the nearest public library with a 
stack of newspapers, and let him 
look for jobs behind the news.

"4. By keeping a scrapbook of 
all information bearing on the 
careers the young people would 
like to consider. 

"5. In short, by becoming alert, 
well-informed citizens who re- 
cognize that wide information and

The committee on taxation and 
government of The Virginia State 
Chamber of Commerce this week 
recommended that some state 
agency be designated to assemble 
and make public com p rehe nsi ve 
figures covering state grants in 
aid to the counties and cities of 
Virginia, as the final recommenda- 
tion of its report. The recom- 
mendation, along with scores of 
others for the betterment of local 
sjsi state taxation and govern- 
ment in Virginia, will be published 
and distributed immediately. 

"State grants-in-aid have form- 
ed an increasingly important 
aspect of local governmental rev- 
enues and Of disbursements by the 
state in recent years," the com 
mittee points out. 

"In the years 1929 through 1935 
they constituted between 14 and 
23 per cent of total state disburse' 
ments. The only marked falling 
off in payments by the state to 
the localities was in the fiscal 
year 1933, with which year the 
state assumed in its entirety for 
nearly all the counties the hereto' 
fore local function of building and 
maintaining secondary roads. 

"State grants-in-aid are assum- 
ing so large a measure of import- 
ance that exact knowledge of their 
volume and of the purposes for 
which they are disbursed should 
be generally available. Yet, com 
plete information on this subject 
cannot be obtained (ram any 
single agency of the state." 

The Committee presents figures 
to show that more than $6,000,000 
was disbursed by grants in aid in 
1925, increasing to highs of more 
than $9,000,000 in 1931 and 1932, 
and in 1934 were $4,956,000. 

"State supplements to county 
revenues amounted to 34.87 per 
cent of totaKcounty receipts in 
1931, 37.4| pjp cent in 1932, 29.29 
in 1933 and 26.22 in 1934," the 
committee states.

of an enduring value if control of 
agriculture is left up to the in- 
dividual communities or to the 
states.

Should 
the plan be made reality, the Sea- 
shore Park would become a unit 
of the Colonial National Monu- 
ment, which now embraces the 
territories of Jamestown, York- 
town and portions of the City of 
Williamsburg.

Uncertainty developing from 
late plantings in the southern 
areas and confusion surro u n di ng' 
the, role that potatoes are to play 
in the new Federal agricultural 
program will result in a curtail- 
ment of potato acreage in Princess 
Anne county of from 35 to 40 per 
cent under last year's estimated 
6,400 acres, a survey of the local 
situation revealed this week. What 
percentage of the normal 700 
potato growers will continue their 
commercial planting and what 
percentage of land will be taken 
out of potato production could not 
be learned definitely, but those 
closest to the local situation 
hazard the 40 per cent figure as 
the minimum anticipated curtail- 
ment. 

• Two Programs Offered 

Two programs have been offered 
the county grower to date, the one 
sponsored by Guy W. Capps, for 
many years the leading figure In 
local potato activity, and the other 
by R. T. Etheridge. Mr. Capps, 
who plans a reduction of at least 
50 per cent under his business of 
last year, will handle fertilisers of 
the Royster Guano Company, 
while Etheridge is associated with 
the Smith-Douglas Company, 
backers of the Capps' organization 
last year. 

According to Mr. Capps, his pro- 
gram for the coming season Is 
strictly a merchandising proposi- 
tion, devoid of the share-planting 
features of last year. Wherever 
desired, he will furnish seed, ferti- 
lizer and lime, but there are no 
subsidies offered to the grow e r s 
and whatever financial return 
they secure will be based solely up- 
on the receipts of sale In the late 
summer and fall. He was em- 
phatic in his denial that the 
share-planting features of his pre- 
vious programs were contemplated 
this season, although he was ready 
to admit that assistance would be 
given to those growers unable to 
purchase for cash the necessary 
seed potatoes and fertiliser. 

Sabsidy Offered 

Although the Smith-Douglas 
Company, according to Oscar 
Smith, president, is interested in 
a definite curtailment of potato 
acreage In Princess Anne this 
year, the company is working 
along restricted lines with Mr. 
Etheridge. The program he baa 
proposed, according to information 
received, offers a subsidy feature 
of $2.50 per bag of seed potatoes 
planted. Thus, in return for his 
labor, disregarding possible profits 
from the sale of the crop, farmers

WASHINGTON, THE 
STATESMAN 



Today, when the opposing philo- 
sophies of Jefferson and Hamilton 
are hauled forth from musty cor- 
ners and shouted to the four quar- 
ters of the country, one is almost 
inclined to forget that George 
Washington, and not either of 
these illustrious gentlemen, oc- 
cupied the office of the Presidency 
during the most trying years of 
this nation's history. He and his 
creed, it would appear, have gone 
out of fashion, his practical solu- 
tions of the nation's ills discarded 
for the political theorizing of those 
who then molded the structures of 
the antagonistic political beliefs. 

Perhaps because he gave utter- 
ance to no spectacular philosophy, 
the Father of His Country is pre- 
sented in such a way as to min- 
imize his statesmanship and to 
emphasize the undoubted genius of 
his military leadership. Yet, does 
the record Show the labors of his 
eight years in the Presidency to be 
less valuable than his years In the 
field against the British Army? 
Our own humble opinion cannot 
hold with such a postulation. 

It is quite possible that Wash- 
ington subscribed more fully to 
the tenets of the landed gentry, 
as those principles were advocated 
by Jefferson, then to the beliefs 
of the "paper aristocracy" of 
Hamilton. His was a love of the 
soil, a belief that the liberty of 
the nation rested in greater part 
in its agricultural rather than a 
commercial domination; it may 
even be that he distrusted and 
feared new wealth based on enter- 
prise or speculation. He was, pri- 
marily, a Virginia planter, and 
Virginia planters of those days 
were little interested in finance 
and less in industry. 

But, whatever his own personal 
beliefs, Washington once again 
displayed the essential sense of 
duty to his people that had so 
characterized his former life by 
inviting the proponents of both 
philosophies into his cabinet. His 
public utterances and his writings 
lead one to the thought that he, 
more than most men of his age, 
saw the definite interdependence 
of all forms of human activity and 
realized that commerce, agricul- 
ture, Industry and finance were 
one from the point of view of gov- 
ernment. His was the task of re- 
conciling all factions within con- 
stitutional lines, of choosing the 
practical rather than the theo- 
retical course, a mixture of caution 
and sagacity that proved its worth 
in the growth of the nation under 
his administration. 

This is not the place to dweU at 
length upon Washington's accom- 
plishments as a statesman, but a 
careful perusal of his official acts 
must produce the conclusion that 
the undoubted merit of his great 
neutrality speech, which he chose 
to bring his administration to a 
close, was no more significant of 
sound performance, planning and 
prophetic insight than other acts 
which now are so generally for- 
gotten. His view of the Presidency 



than any other President of these 
United States, admitted the wide 
differences which existed even 
among the colonists and sought to 
combine them in a harmonious 
whole. 

History glosses over the sharp 
conflicts which arose during his 
administration and presents a pic- 
ture of false harmony which did 
not exist. Time after time, the re- 
cords reveal, he was forced to cau- 
tion his official family against an 
impractical pursuit of mere theory 
at the expense of the nation's fu- 
ture. Jefferson, the radical leader 
of his day, drew much of his philo- 
sophy from the disturbed Parisians 
while Hamilton, an English Mon- 
archist transferred to Democratic 
soil, looked more to the commer- 
cial-minded British for his beliefs. 
Neither, in its entirety was a cor- 
rect view, a fact which seemed ap- 
parent to Washington, for he was 
fond of warning his warring col- 
leagues against fighting out their 
differences under European ban- 
ners and to concentrate upon the 
realities involved in the immediate 
problems of the New World. 

Men have sighed before for the 
return of a Washington to this 
troubled nation, but the forces of 
politics have' so ensnarled our na- 
tional life that we cannot see a 
ready welcome extended to him. 
So, we take refuge in the past, in 
a contemplation of his masterful 
career, thanking God that the 
early days of this nation were 
permitted the leadership of a man 
of such noble stature. His belief 
in the Revolution reaches a per- 
fect flowering in the consideration 
of his statesmanship during the 
years of his nation's early strag- 
glings, an ideal to which those who 
now seek" the presidency, many 
years after his retirement, might 
well emulate.

United States could be brought up 
to one-half that of France or Italy, 
there would be— nationally speak- 
ing—no more drink problem in 
this country and, to a great extent, 
no more farm problem. So did 
Joseph H. Choate, Jr., former dir- 
ector of the Federal Alcohol Con- 
trol Administration, assert in a 
recent issue of the New York 
Times. Joining with Paul Garrett, 
president of one of America's old- 
est wine-growing organizations, 
and other leaders interested in 
true temperance, he urged a shift 
to wines as the oply means of 
achieving sobriety in the land to 
which strong spirits have but re- 
cently been returned. 

It is generally admitted, Mr. 
Choate argued, that an increase in 
the use of wine would promote 
temperance by decreasing the con- 
sumption of spirits. This is in 
part because the total sum which 
the people are willing to spend for 
alcoholic beverages seems to be 
limited and inelastic, so that if 
they increase what they spend for 
wine they will inevitably spend less 
for liquor, and in part because ex- 
perience shows that in the great 
wine-drinking countries there is 
no real temperance problem, and 
that among wine drinkers there 
is next to no demand for spirits. 

Wine drinkers, in fact, Mr. 
Choate continued, seem almost 
everywhere to be temperate. Wine 
is not a drunkard's drink. It never 
has been a saloon drink. Nobody 
drinks it to any considerable ex- 
tent between meals. It is taken 
with meals, when the presence of 
food largely reduces its intoxica- 
ting effect. Relatively large quan- 
tities of it are needed to intoxicate, 
and such quantities take time to 
consume. The wine drinker tends 
to become something of a con- 
noisseur, to sip rather than to 
guzzle, and to avoid excess. 



It has ever been a mystery to us 
that those who fight hardest for 
temperance — what they seek, ac- 
tually, is prohibition of all spiritous 
beverages— fail to discriminate be- 
tween wine and stronger spirits. 
To argue that wine taken in suf- 
ficient quantities will not intoxi-

The State of California has at 
present under cultivation about 
750,000 acres of grapes which are 
used largely in wine-making and 
tlfe growers have recently embark- 
ed upon a ten-year plan which" 
contemplates an enormous in- 
crease in plantings, the figures re- 
ported being an additional two 
million acres.

The principle of the plan is not 
only to individually aid the un- 
employed worker, but to keep un 
national purchasing power in fu- 
ture depressions and prevent the 
rapidly^ cumulative industrial cur- 
tailment that occurs when more 
and more normal wage earners be- 
come unable to keep up their cus- 
tomary commodity purchases. 

Provision is made in the Federal 
Act by which 90 per cent of the 
total taxes paid in by the larger 
employers of the State will be 
credited to the State's unemploy- 
ment insurance fund, to be admin- 
istered under a State set-up. If 
the State has no such organiza- 
tion, the whole amount goes into 
the Federal Treasury. In other 
words, Virginia must pay the tax, 
and she might as well receive her 
just share. Senator Aubrey 
Weaver of Front Royal is seeking 
to amend the bill now on the Sen- 
ate floor of the State Legislature 
by inserting, a clause stating that 
the act shaU "be in force if and 
when the Supreme Court" declares 
the act constitutional.

Lafayette, exotic symbol to the 
American people of American 
liberty, once the toast of nations, 
was In simple truth very little 
short of a mediocrity,. and as a 
politician he was somewhat worse 
than a washout. His greatest 
stroke of fortune was to be born 
in the glamorous 18th century, 
and his greatest misfortune was to 
survive into the mundane 19th. 
Posterity has dealt with him 
gently, though, making him into a 
text-book hero, and even naming 
an airplane squadron after him. 
Lafayette was born when the 
first thin trickle of our modern 
sentimentalized humanitarianism 
was beginning to appear. They 
called it Liberty then. But since 
liberty means something different 
to each generation, it is perhaps 
wise to point out that what the 
18th century meant by liberty, we 
would call today an enlightened 
or benevolent despotism. Nor was 
politics then the sordid refuge of 
a particular brand of lawyer: "it 
was a game that princes played." 
With a lust for fame such as 
few people In the world's history 
have ever indulged, and poorly 
equipped to indulge it in the 
pampered and rotten aristocracy 
into which he was born, Lafayette 
grew up a misfit. At a distance of 
more than a century, it is unfair 
to ascribe motives to a man, but 
Lafayette simply did not fit into 
the glittering life at the French 
court, and it is a little more than 
likely that his reason for espousing 
the cause of liberty was his failure 
at Versailles. It is to be remem- 
bered that in his early days at 
Versailles Lafayette was known as 
a notoriously poor drinker. He 
came to be known in America as 
a man of steadfast sobriety. To 
the French he was nothing, until 
to the Americans he had become 
a national hero. 

The story of his life in America 
is so familiar that there is hardly 
any need to rehearse it here. And 
there is hardly space to rehearse 
the less familiar, rather pitiful, 
later career in Europe— a career 
fundamentally more important 
and far longer than the American 
one.,. Lafayette espoused causes 
which it is hard to believe that he 
fully understood. Like most of the 
18th century reformers he had at 
times to suffer at the hands of the 
spirits he evoked. Throughout his 
life he had a strange inability to 
imagine the consequences of his 
own actions and the realization 
of his own ideals. 

To write the definitive bio- 
graphy of Lafayette, a figure now 
frankly legendary in the history 
of two nations, would be a task 
that would at the very least be 
complex and arduous. It has yet 
to be done, and one of the very 
good things about Andreas, Lat- 
zko's "Lafayette" is that the au- 
thor has not attempted it. Instead 
he has tried to write, and I think 
suceeded in writing, the sort of 
biography people like to read: a 
semi-literary production, written 
with an undisguised admiration 
and a real sympathy for his sub- 
ject. 

The main thing about Latzko's 
book is that It Is not simply the 
assemblage of Inert fa:ts that bio- 
graphy sometimes becomes. It is 
a vivid and coherent account of 
a strangely complex personality. 



It frequently happens that 
author has only one book, or one 
series of books, in his system, and 
after he has written that (or 

ptnem) he has shot his bolt. Bear- 
ing this out there are recent ex- 
amples too numerous for mention. 
The publication of "The Hurri- 
cane," by Charles Nordhoff and 
James Norman Hall, has allayed 
any such suspicion about these 
gentlemen. This time they have 
picked a modern South Seas set- 
ting, and for the climax, a cata- 
clysm of wrathful nature. The 
character about whom the story is 
told, a simple Polynesian, is one of 
the few criminals, fictional or real, 
who succeed in exciting sympathy 
and holding it. Through incom- 
prehensible trials, this native pre- 
serves an innocence as appealing 
as that of Esmeralda, or of black 
Mose of "Deep Dark River." And 
for once, the "simple child of na- 
ture" thing is not overdone. The 
book presents the same fine sense 
of struggle which may have been 
responsible for the popularity of 
"Mutiny on the Bounty." Vith 

i "The Hurricane" immediately fol- 
lowing the "Bounty" trilogy, Nord- 



hoff and Hall prove their worth as 
distinguished writers of the sea. 

You may remember Tatlana 
Tchernavin's "Escape from the 
Soviets," which told with convinc- 
ing simplicity of hardships appall- 
ing. "We Soviet Women," the 
same author's account of the lives 
of fifteen women, is Just as inter- 
esting while it lasts, though na- 
turally the threat which holds the 
book together is more tenuous. 
Mme. Tchernavin becomes bitter 
when describing grossly ignorant 
specimens who are given prefer- 
ence in fields of intellectual work 
because the color of their politics 
is the desired shade of red— but 
then, she has good reason to. 

A prime piece of non-fiction to 
put on your "must" list is C. C. 
Furnas' "The Next Hundred 
Years." It tells of what science 
has accomplished, translated in 
terms of human living, and what 
it may likely do. No one who has 
read this book can ever again con- 
sider science a necessarily dull 
subject.

Track Trespassers 
Warned of Danger 



Trespassers who use the nation's 
railroad tracks as thoroughfares 
and venture on other railroad 
property are being killed and in- 
jured at an alarming rate every 
year, declares the current Issue of 
the Norfolk and Western Maga- 
zine. During the past ten years, 
the publication reveals, more than 
30,000 people lost their lives while 
trespassing on railway properties. 
Of this number, 58 per cent were* 
citizens living in the neighborhood 
of the railroad— persons who felt 
they were so familiar with the 
railroad's property they could 
come and go upon it without 
danger— and 22 per cent were 
transients and itinerants. The re- 
cords further reveal that more 
than 2,600 of those killed were 
young men and women, between 
14 and 21. who were trespassing 
on railroad rights-of-way.

On the other hand, Latzko's 
estimate of the importance and 
sometimes even the accuracy of 
minor details is likely to depend 
on his ability to turn an elegant 
phrase about them.

6. The Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue Mil ruled that where a 
motorist paid damages for injury 
to a pedestrian, such amount is 
deductible, provided at the time 
the injury occurred the car was 
being and for business. Since a 
fine paid by a motorist using a 
car for business purposes does not 
constitute an "ordinary and neces- 
sary business expense" as that 
term is used in the Revenae Act of 
1934, no deduction may be taken 
for the amount so expended. Fines 
paid, or collateral forfeited in con- 
nection with charges of traffic 
violations, are not deductible for 
income tax purposes regardless of 
whether the car is used for busi- 
ness or pleasure. 

Losses May Be Charged Off 

7. Loss sustained from the out- 
right sale of an automobile used 
primarily for business may be de- j 
ducted hi computing net income. 

8. The amount paid for insur- j 
ance on automobiles used for busi- 1 
ness purposes and also the amount 
of finance charges on a purchased 
car which covers interest and risk ; 
on the loan, may be deducted, but

** mium on insurance to protect the 
finance company's interest. < 

With reference to loss due to 
damage to a car maintained for 
pleasure, the Bureau says: | 

"A loss occasioned by damage to 
an automobile maintained for 
pleasure where such damage re- 
sults from the faulty driving of 
the taxpayer but is not due to his 
willful act of negligence, may be 
deducted in the computation of 
the net income of the taxpayer. 
Where damage to a taxpayer's 
automobile results from the faulty 
driving of the operator of an auto- 
mobile with which the automobile 
the taxpayer collides, the loss 
occasioned to the taxpayer by such 
damage likewise is deductible. The 
amount of loss must, however, be 
reduced by the amount of any in- 
surance or other compensation re- 
ceived and by the salvage value, 
if any, of the automobile." | 

The loss sustained from the 
outright sale of an automobile does 
not apply to cars traded in for new 
cars to be used in the business of ;

Decision of the League of Wo- 
men Voters to launch a national 
campaign for extension of the civil 
service to more Federal and local 
government employes, is a health- 
ful note In the day's news. 

Civil service, the principle of 
governing appointment and Job- 
holding by merit and qualification 
rather than as a reward of poli- 
tical service, has a sound cass. 
That becomes more Important as 
the functions of government be- 
come wider and more complex; as 
they are. in spite of everything. 

A great deal of the success .of 
our form of rule can be traced 
directly to the principles of civil 
service, established Just 53 years 
ago. Now on its anniversary, we 
could do no better than drive for 
a general wider adoption of the 
system. 

Government is a profession 
comparable to law, medicine, 
journalism, and other fields. There 
is no justification for manning Its 
departments, be they Federal. 
State, or local, with untrained, in- 
competent workers, whose chief 
qualification Is party fidelity. 

It is regrettable, but none the 
less true, that many of our modern 
public officials are men who failed 
miserably in their own businesses. 
We cannot afford to entrust our 
government to these individuals.— 
Portsmouth Star.

Til EKE are in this world many 
amateur snapshooters who simply 
do not give their cameras a "break." 
They complain of smudgy looking 
pictures and sometimes believe some- 
thing is radically wrong with the 
camera. The exposures are correct 
and developing done carefully In 
fresh, clean chemicals but still, they 
say, the final results are smudgy 
looking prints. 

You have looked through dirty 
eye-glas^s with probably a few fin- 
ger prints on them. If you haven't 
It's a pure bet that you have ex- 
perienced the difficulty of looking 
through a smudgy window Clean 
eye-glasses and clean windows giv<* 
clear vision and similarly the cim- 
era cannot "see" so well if its eye 
(the lens) is cloudy and sinii! •>■ 
from grease, finger prints and dust 
collected over a period of months. 

Cleaning a lens is a very simple 
operation. All you need is a soft, un 
llaruh e d linen handkerchief anil per- 
haps a match or penfcil. If the lens is 
quite small. The rear surface of the 
lens can easily be reached by remov 
Ing the back of the camera. If the 
camera has a double lens (one behind 
and one in front of the shutter dia- 
phragm), the front combination may 
bo removed by turning to the left, 
which will allow you to work 
through the shutter opening when 
set for "time," with the handker 
chief over the end of the match or 
I ad pencil. If the lens is quite dirty 
breathe on it and then rub quickly 
with the handkerchief. Be' sure, 
when replacing the front lens, to 
screw It back Into the shutter as far 
as it will go. 

The suggestion to work through 



the shutter opening also applies to 
cleaning the front surface of single 
lenses fitted to box cameras and 
certain folding models. Handle the 
leus carefully and don't exert too 
much pressure. It Isn't necessary 
and might scratch the surface. 

The amount of pleasure you get 
out of your camera depends almost 
entirely on how much thought and 
care you give it.

Evidence of Spring Buying Is 
Reported by Wholesale 
Lines of Country. 



While the severity of the cold 
wave was intensified in most parts , 
sf the country during the week, . 
causing business in some sections , 
to fall below the volume of the, 
previous and 1935 weeks, on the 
whole activity compared favorably 
and in many instances was ahead { 
of the same week last year. The 
wholesale markets reflected 
stronger evidence of Spring buy- 
ing, while industrial activity con- 
tinued to broaden with the steel 
operating rate rising moderately 
under the impetus of rail and 
structural steel orders. Construc- 
tion maintained a strong lead over 
last year. Railroads and coal 
mines reflected the stimulated de- 
mand for fuel. 

Retail Trade Spotty 

New York reported retaij trade 
spotty but moderately good with 
department stores having more 
business than last year, principally 
in heavy apparel lines. In Phila- 
delphia, business was not as good 
as the previous week but the 
margin over last year was main- { 
tained. Chicago retail trade was 
spotty with buying outbursts dur- 1 
tag the brief intervals of good 1 
weather. Boston retail stores had 
an average gain of 15% over last ■ 
year. In St. Louis, Indianapolis,! 
Birmingham, Los Angeles, Norfolk 
and Washington, weather had a 
more adverse effect with the vol- 
ume lower than the previous and 
1935 weeks. The situation was 
considerably brighter in Houston, 
Charleston, Atlanta, Seattle and 
Kansas City where retail trade 
advanced substantially over last 
week and last year. In Wilming- 
ton, Dallas, New Orleans, Pitts- 
burgh, San Francisco and Cincin- 
nati, business was not as good as 
the previous week, but better than 
last year. 

Slightly increased activity was 
registered in wholesale markets 
with Louisville and New Orleans 
having a gain of 15% over last 
year. Buying continued a little 
slow in New York, but Chicago 
reported liberal buying of gifts, 
novelties. Spring apparel and 
staple dry goods. Dry goods and 
shoe sales were sharply up in Cin- 
cinnati, while Kansas City report- 
ed liberal Spring orders and farm 
implement sales three times 
heavier than last year. 

Real Estate Brisk 

Considerable buoyancy in real 
estate and brisk construction acti- 
vity in both residential and com- 
mercial building, occurred in many 
sections. Seattle reported heaviest 
activity since 1929 and approxi- 
mately 100% increase in building 
permits over the previous week 
were reported by Houston and 
Memphis. Extensive store re- 
modeling was reported by Port- 
land, Oregon, and Birmingham. 
Residential building was progress- 
ing at a rapid pace in Florida, 
principally In the resort cities. 

Large new industries and plant 
expansions were reported by Port- 
land, Oregon. Los Angeles, Mem- 
phis, Dallas. Buffalo and Louis- 
ville. St. Louis reported a coal 
shortage and Louisville reported 
coal mines behind with orders and 
reailroads increased capacity 25% 
to move fuel to the Middle West. 
Birmingham mines continued to 
operate on a six-day basis. The 
Pittsburgh steel industry received 
heavy orders for rail tonnage, as 
well as structural steel. The steel 
operating rate in Cleveland ad 
vanned 2'/ 3 points and steel ingot 
production was up one point in 
Chicago where a rise In orders for 
air-conditioning equipment was 
reported. An upward trend fea- 
tured the Pittsburgh glass indus- 
try and the Cincinnati metal 
trades. 

Cash receipts of farmers gained 
12% last year, rising to $6,832,- 
932,000, including receipts from 
farm products and from benefit 
payments, compared with $4,235,- 
362,000 in 1932. figures made 
public during the week revealed. 
Power consumption also continued 
at a high level, while 21 of the 
country's largest utility systems 
had a 10% gain in net income last 
year over 1934.

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PURCHASE POWER 
RAISED IN STATE 



Marked Upward Trend in 
Wages Traced by Planning 
Board's Inquiry. 



The average individual, as well 
as the total purchasing power of 
Virginia's industrial workers, has 
approximately doubled from 1899 
to 1933, according to a study of 
wages paid in Virginia which is 
being conducted by the Virginia 
State Planning Board. This study 
also reveals that while wages paid 
in Virginia are lower than the na- 
tional average for all types of in- 
dustrial workers, the industries in 
Virginia are generally types that 
pay less than average wages ir- 
respective of locations. 

The Board's study shows that 
the purchasing power of an aver- 
age industrial worker in Virginia 
was $587 in 1899 and increased 
until in 1931 it was $1,212. 
Upward Trend in Wages 

"There was an upward trend in 
wages from 1899 to 1931," the 
Board points out. "In the last- 
mentioned year the average wages 
received by the industrial worker 
represented 106 per cent more pur- 
chasing power than he had In 
1899. The purchasing power had 
doubled in the thirty-two year 
period." 

Comparing 1933 wage payments, 
the Board points out that the na- 
tional industrial wage average was 
$869, while that of Virginia was 
$700, or 80.5 per cent of the na- 
tional average. The North Caro- 
lina average was $567, or 65.25 per 
cent of the national figure. The 
Maryland figure was 94.82 per cent 
of the national average and West 
Virginia 102 30 per cent. 

Wage Earners Stable 

"The number of wage earners 
employed in the industries in Vir- 
ginia did not decrease during the 
depression years as fast as the 
average for the United States, 
which was due to the fact that the 
industries in Virginia were made 
up of a relatively greater number 
of basic industries producing more 
consumer and staple goods than 
the average and to a certain de-

The story might 4\avs the 111 
effect of reminding other brides 
how good peaches are when they 
are out-of-season. If It were not 
for the fact that brides of today 
know how good canned peaches 
are. They also know a variety of 
ways to use them. Here are a 
few garnered from a bride's scrap 
book: 

Peach and Ral*1n Pie: Turn one 
cup of canned sliced peaches and 
one-fourth cup of raisins Into a 
sauce pan, add one tablespoon

sugar and one-half tablespoon 
flour mixed. Then add one tea- 
spoon, lemon Juice, and simmer for 
live minutes. Line a pie tin, one- 
half the usual size, with plain 
pastry. Pour In the peach mix- 
ture, dot with butter and cross 
the top with narrow, twisted 
strips of pastry. Bake In a hot 
oven. 450 degrees, for twenty-five 
to thirty minutes. This serves tour 
persons. ' 

Peach and Cottage Cheese 
Salad: Arrange the required num- 
ber of Indlvlduallettuce nests on 
a large salad plate. In each nest 
place a well-chilled 
canned peach half 
with the cut side up. 
Pile cottage cheese 
lightly In the center 
of each peach and 
garnish with Maras- 
chino cherries and 
mayonnaise. 

Peach and Apricot 
Filling (for cream 
puffs or cakes): Whip one cup 
cream and add six tablespoons 
confectioner's sugar. Add one- 
half cup canned peaches, one-half 
cup canned apricots which have 
been cut in fine pieces and well- 
drained, and one-half cup halved 
candied cherries. Use as a filling. 

Peach Roll: Make a baking- 
powder biscuit dough out of one 
and one-half cups flour sifted with 
three teaspoons baking-powder 
and one-half teaspoon salt, three 
tablespoons shortening and three- 
fourths cup milk. Roll Into an 
oblong shape. Drain peaches from 
a No. 2'* can well, and place In 
the center, reserving two peach 
halves for the sauce. Roll up the 
dough, pinching the ends and 
sides carefully. Steam one hour 
and servo with the following 

Sauce: To the peach syrup from 
the No. 2H can of peaches, add 
the two peach halves pressed 
through a sieve. Then add one 
tablespoon sugar which has been 
mixed with one teaspoon flour. 
Cook nnj.il somewhat thickened. 
Flavor and use over the roll. This 
serves six persons.

IN STATE NOTED 



$42,531,000 Outstanding in 
Virginia, Lending Agencies 
Report. 



Lending institutions under the 
Farm Credit Administration of 
Baltimore; the Federal Land Bank 
of Baltimore, production credit as- 
sociations operating under the 
Production Credit Corporation of 
Baltimore, and the Baltimore 
Bank for Cooperatives, have out- 
standing $42521,000 in loans to 
farmers and farm cooperative as- 
sociations in Virginia. Excluding 
members of borrowing coopera- 
tives 26,062 farmers are listed as 
borrowers through these organiza- 
tions. 

The Federal Land Bank of 
Baltimore, through National Farm 
Loan Associations in most coun- 
ties, carries the bulk of this agri- 
cultural financing. Authorized by 
Congress to make long-term mort- 
gage loans twenty years ago, this 
bank now has on its books $32,- 
117,000 loaned to 12,798 farmers in 
the state of Virginia. The Land 
Bank Commissioners fund, set up 
in 1933 and operating under emer- 
gency congressional appropriations 
to supplement Land Bank loans 
or assist where Land Bank require, 
ments cannot be met, has loaned 
$8 381,000 to 4,943 Virginia farm- 
ers. 

Fourteen Production Credit As- 
sociations in the state, serving 
every county from conveniently 
located points, have loans out- 
standing amounting to $1,321,810. 
There are 2,172 members of these 
fourteen associations. Organized 
late in 1033 to extend short-term 
credit -to farmers for current agri- 
cultural needs, the volume of busi- 
ness at the end of the year was 
nearly double that of the preced- 
ing twelve months. 

The Baltimore Bank for Cooper- 
atives, the third lending unit of 
the Farm Credit Administration of 
Baltimore, extended $702,147 to 
farmers' cooperatives in Virginia.

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IMPORTANT FIND OF BBTORKAl 
JAPERS REPORTED IN MONTGOMERY 



What is considered one of the 
most important group of historical 
papers brought to light in recent 
years was announced by WPA of- 
ficials in Richmond this week 
when C. W, Crush, former Com- 
monwealth Attorney of Mont- 
gomery County, arrived in the city 
to have some of the documents 
photostated. 

The list of official papers, which 
constitute a part of the records 
of Pincastle, Va., and Montgomery 
County from 1772 to 1779 and 
later, were discovered recently by 
WPA workers assigned to a project 
to assist the County Clerk of 
Montgomery.' The list Includes a 
document in the form of a pledge 
containing a long list of signa- 
tures; the signatories renounced 
all allegiance to George m and 
pledged allegiance to the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia and to the 
United States of America. The 
oath is dated September 30 and 
December 5, 1771. Those sigr*ng 
the document are the ancestors of 
some of the most prominent 
families of today. This document, 
with the roster of Captain Joseph 
Cloyd's Company, will, it is 
thought, establish the claim of 
thousands of persons for member- 
ship in the various patriotic 
societies in the country. In addl- 
"tion to these instruments, there is 
an original muster-roll listing 190 
revolutionary soldiers of Mont- 
gomery County, who were sworn 
into service between September 5, 
1777 and April 1, 1778. Another 
muster-rolf of Captain Mayes' 
Company, containing eighty 
names, is believed to be a list of 
Revolutionary Soldiers. 

Boone Money Fonnd . 

Of outstanding significance is a 
package of money, tied with a 
cloth string, which, it Is thought, 
had been deposited with the Trea- 
surer for the payment of the debt 
--^.of Daniel Boone and William 
Cowin's warrants of whose arrests 
were discovered among the records 
some two months ago. The cur- 
rency is in Spanish Milled Dollars. 

A package of Virginia currency 
issued, according to an act of As- 
sembly, April 12, 1758, was also 
unearthed. Among the other 
papers was an original deed con- 
veying the grant of land to Wil- 
liam Ingles and Daniel Trigg, sign- 



ed by Benjamin Harrison,, Gover- 
nor of Virginia, dated 1783. 
' A grant of land from Thomas 
Jefferson to William Ingles, and 
notice of a Cherokee Indian up- 
rising penned by Jonathan Jen- 
nings and dated 1774 were found. 

Also an undated list of names, 
believed to be a record of a Com- 
pany of volunteers in the Indian 
Wars. 

A bond dated February 18, 1753 
and signed by Francis Cypress. 

List of assignments of pay of 
soldiers serving in the Indian Ex- 
pedition under Captain McCorkle. 
Bond of ministers authorized to 
celebrate the rights of marriage 
dating from 1770. . 

Land granted to William Ingles. 

A group' of salt accounts — a 
patent on sheep skin from George 
ni granting certain lands to Jacob 
Hermon. A hook of records, with 
a large number of names, alpha- 
betically listed, but nothing to 
show the purpose of the instru- 
ment and dated 1790. 

More than 50 books of records 
and thousands of documents dat- 
ing back to 1770 or earlier. 

Deed of Benjamin Harrison to 
Henry Wattersoh, dated Septem- 
ber 20, 1780. 

Deposition of Michel Henniger 
dated April 19, 1779, taken before 
William Campbell and revealing 
conspiracy between Tories, Eng- 
lish and Indians. 

Discussing the rich find made at 
Montgomery C. H., Mr. Cruslf re- 
vealed that following the an- 
nouncement some two months ago 
of warrants for the arrest of 
Daniel Boone that the present 
Clerk, of Montgomery County was 
approached recently by a Texan 
who**offered to settle all debts of 
his ancestor, Daniel Boone, pro- 
viding the papers would be turned 
over to him. The name of the 
descendant of the famous Ken- 
tucky Pioneer was not revealed. 
Later, according to Mr. Crush, of- 
ficials of Montgomery County re- 
ceived a letter from another Texan 
Daniel Boone, stating that he un- 
derstood there was a warrant for 
his arrest out, and if they wanted 
him he would come to the county.

Hard Tires Are Menace 

"One of the greatest single pre- 
cautionary measures to take in 
driving a car on icy streets is to 
reduce the pressure of the tires. 
If tires are hard, they form a posi- 
tive menace, since they cause the 
wheels to bounce off the road sur- 
face and to lose traction and 
steering effect. Soft tires, with 
air pressure lower than is normal 
for regular use, safeguard cars on 
icy streets because they not only 
eliminate bouncing, but, even more 
important, present a much larger 
area of contact with the road sur- 
face. A soft tire, because it sinks 
j into every depression, gains a foot- 
hold where a hard tire would not 
have much more grip than a ski 
that slides over the hollows and 
bumps. 

"The three chief causes of 
trouble on icy surfaces are: 

"Loss of steering control, when 
the car refuses to follow the dir- 
ection of the front wheels. 

"Loss of braking control, when 
the wheels lock and slide upon ap- 
plication of the brakes.

THE NEW GARBAGE 
CONTRACT 



Information reaches us 
from a reliable source that the 
Virginia Beach Town Council is 
planning to renew the present 
garbage collection contract, which 
expired last month, without con- 
sidering the bids of other inter- 
ested town residents. This pro- 
posed elimination of bids for a ser- 
vice vital to the health and con- 
venience of the community may 
be entirely within the legal rights 
of the councilmen, but it appeals 
to us as a distinctly unfair and 
dangerous procedure to initiate. 

We have no complaint to offer 
regarding the present garbage col- 
lection service. So far as we know. 
It has been handled satisfactorily 
and at a reasonable price, and we 
would not stress unduly the 
awarding of the contract to a non- 
town resident, if his proposal can 
be viewed as the most advantage- 
ous submitted. However, we can- 
not countenance any action which 
takes from local taxpaying citizens 
the right to bid on such a service 
and the further right of having 
their bids duly considered in an 
open session of the council. 

Recent charges of irregularities 
in Town purchases, said to have 
been made without benefit of 
proper bidding procedure, spring 
from such actions as this, and it 
Is our hope that the council will 
gee fit to give every consideration 



business for the guidance of the 
new group, it appears to us that 
any further action on the question 
of funds rested in equal part upon 
Mr. Pender and his associates and 
on the board now in office. Cour- 
tesy should have dictated a further 
appeal on their part. 

Such action was not forthcom- 
ing, and the monthly appropria- 
tion of $100 was approved, not en- 
tirely absolving the board of sup- 
ervisors from their responsibility 
to the county's ailing but nonethe- 
less showing a certain willingness 
to do their part. We, who may 
have understood the acute needs 
of the hospitals somewhat better 
than did the board members, 
argued then that the requested 
payment of $1 per day be adhered 
to, but we cannot now find it in 
our heart to score them too heavily 
for their failure to do so. They 
were, in brief, entitled to a per- 
sonal explanation, of the need for 
a greater appropriation. 

It is quite possible that the $1200 
set up in the budget for hospital- 
ization may be sufficient. County 
physicians have expressed the be- 
lief that it will suffice, barring 
some unforeseen wave of illness, 
but, in the event it does not last 
.until December 31, the board has 
agreed to make good the defici- 
ency. The members have not set 
aside the $1620 requested, but they 
have agreed to pay any and all 
proper bills submitted to them. Mr.

Provided that the affiliated hos- 
pitals take in no charity patients 
from the county unless authorized 
by a county physician or the local 
health unit, there should be no 
further hitch in the ""matter of 
hospitalization.

No more suitable mechanism has 
yet been devised for the pursuit 
of such an enterprise than the 
chamber of commerce movement. 
Created as an arm of the Town 
government and subject to its con- 
trol, the need of such an agency 
in a purely resort community is 
necessarily greater than in those 
cities where the residents and 
business interests may look for 
profit to those industries and mer- 
cantile establishments composing 
its industrial life. Here, where the 
thief industry, if not the only one. 
is that represented by the tourist, 
the success of the community can 
be measured only in terms of 
tourist patronage, which finds its 
greatest motivating force in the 
disseminating of publicity of a 
constructive and attention-com- 
pelling nature. 

It is our thought that such an 
agency should function under 
three distinct heads, that concern- 
ed with publicity and advertising 
being most important. Insofar as 
funds are available, community 
advertising should be placed in a 
list of newspapers selected for 
their reader appeal and because 
of their location in those populous 
centres contiguous to this terri- 
tory. Such advertising should 
feature the resort facilities as a 
whole, the wealth of variation in 
the matter of accommodations, 
the recreational facilities, adjacent 
h! italic wenes and natural won- 
ders, the ease of approach and the 
plenitude of transportation. In- 
sofar as is possible, such infos ma- 



sons, who from such data will be 
enabled to select the accommoda- 
tions best suited to their ideal of 
comfort and the restrictions of 
their pocket books. 

The past several years have 
brought about the recognition of 
the need for such a clearing house 
of information. Its establishment 
would eliminate the confusion 
which otherwise greets the visitor 
here for his first stay, providing 
a competent, businesslike service 
such as is found today in all 
modern and progressive resorts. 

Such an information bureau 
could be of considerable value to 
the hotel and cottage keeper in 
the matter of planning individual 
booklets and other means of pub- 
licity material. Here might be as- 
sembled the best types of such 
material developed, comparative 
lists of printing and designing 
costs and many other bits of in- 
formation of value to the com- 
mercial interests. 



The thira. but by no means final 
effort of s^uWlTThamber of com- 
merce setup mights well and pro* 
fitably concern itselfV with the 
matter of conventions! the de- 
velopment of local community as- 
sets and as a medium for the 
digestion of the diverse ideas of 
advancement voiced by resident 
and visitor alike, sending along 
such expressions and plans for 
betterment to the proper officials. 
The keynote of those in charge 
should be definitely progressive 
and the motto one of service to ail 
concerned, alert to all possibilities 
for improvement and ready at all 
times to serve the best interests 
of the community. 

Should such a program be fol- 
lowed, which appeals to us as the 
only course open to Virginia 
Beach, the expense of operation 
will be justified by the returns to 
be expected from a longtime plan- 
ning program. Competently man- 
aged and capably organized, the 
fruits of such a project can only 
be glimpsed, but it is our belief 
that they would insure an ade- 
quate return on each dollar in- 
vested in this community's ac- 
tivity. The need for such an 
agency is apparent to all who have 
given serious consideration to the 
chief needs of *he resort,, and 
great good can be expected from 
the program's enactment.

The act of immediate payment 
of the bonus provides that such 
payment shall be made on or after 
June 15, 1936. % It now appears that 
most of the bonds for their pay- 
ment may not be delivered until 
some weeks after that date. The 
indicated delay is ascribed by of- 
ficials to the length of time re- 
quired to complete the bonds and 
to complete other arrangements 
necessary for the exchange. 

.Opponents of the Administra- 
tion point out that no such delay 
occurred in 1931, when the loan 
value of the certificates was in- 
creased from an average of 22 x k 
per cent to a flat 50 per cent. They 
suggest another reason, one with 
a distinct political tang. Accord- 
ing to these anti-New Dealers, the 
bonus payments <vill be delayed 
in order to help business in the 
late summer and the fall, and thus 
influence the elections in Nov- 
ember. 

While there is absolutely no way 
of proving or disproving such a 
charge, it is distinctly possible that 
delayed payments will have 
precisely the effect feared by the 
Roosevelt' opponents. The 1931 
advance to the veterans, which be- 
came effective in February had a 
marked, though temporary, influ- 
ence on business conditions. 
Throughout 1930 the Federal Re- 
serve Board index of industrial 
production, adjusted for season- 
ality, had fallen, and it stood at 
83 in January, 1931. It rose to 86 
in February, 87 in March, and 88 
in April, going back to the March 
level in May. Then the sharR de- 
cline set in again— to 83 in June. 
78 in August, and 74 at the end of 
the year. 

The bill for increasing the loan 
value of certificates to 50 per cent 
was enacted over President Hoo- 
ver's veto on February 27, 1931. 
The new loans thus made avail- 
able were estimated at around $1,- 
250,000,000. Within the next two 
weeks more than $100,000,000 was 
lent, and by the end of the month, 
over $300,000,000. The figures rose 
to almost $750,000,000 by the week 
ending May 23. 1931. although the 
amount lent had fallen to $15,000,- 
000 in that week. (Some veterans 
did not take advantage of the loan 
increase open to them). 

The 4-month improvement was 
reflected especially in an increase 
of production in cotton and woolen 
mills, and in shoe factories. Auto- 
mobile production ceased to de- 
cline, and there were reports of 
increased sales of used cars and 
of radios. Building construction 
augmented more than seasonally. 

The banking situation was help- 
ed temporarily, in part because 
many veterans used their funds to 
repay indebtedness. The annual 
report of the Federal Reserve 
Board for 1931 pointed out: "In 
the first quarter of 1931, banking 
conditions . . . showed some im- 
provement, but this improvement 
was not sustained during the rest 
of the year." Senator Thomas (D., 
Okla), a leader of the inflation, 
ists, told the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House in 1932 
that the loans to veterans had 
"saved sections of the country" 
and that in his state, "had it not 
been for those payments, banks 
would have failed and chaos would 
have resulted." 

The veterans' administration 
made a careful and comprehensive 
study of how the veterans spent 
their loans in 1M1. About 65 per 
cent of the funds went Into family 
and personal necessities, M per 



cent into some form of investment, 
8 per cent into automobiles, and 
7 per cent into expenditures with- 
out practical benefit. The effect 
in 1936, however, may be different 
from that in 1931. Fewer persons 
are in dire need and in debt now 
than then, business is improving 
instead of retrograding, and the 
total amount available to veterans 
is about twice as large as five 
years ago. — Fredericksburg Free 
Lance-Star. 



PLAYING MONOPOLY 



Some thousands of persons in 
the United States these last few 
weeks have been playing what a 
current magazine describes as "a 
parlor pastime generally calculated 
to appeal to the baldest acquisitive 
instincts." The object is to acquire 
the major portion of the limited 
space on the board and drive fel- 
low players into bankruptcy by 
charging them extortionate rents 
for occupying it. 

The player who thus eliminates 
all the others and corners the visi- 
ble wealth of the community is 
presumed to have won. Maybe we 
ought to leave it at that. But 
after the story has ended with 
"and they lived happily ever 
after.'' small boys have an annoy- 
ing habit of asking, "What hap- 
pened then?" In this instance, 
perhaps, we are a small boy. 

At any rate the world has had 
repeated examples of "what hap- 
pens then." One- of them occurred 
in the United States in 1929, and 
while monopoly cannot be blamed 
as the only cause of business cycles 
and depressions it has had a part 
in them throughout economic his- 
tory. For stagnation and stop- 
page is the result when, as the 
situation in the current game is 
described, the "winner" is left with 
"all the assets and no customers.' 

The "winner" may be an in 
dividual, a company, a group, an 
industry, a craft, a class or a coun 
try. Presumably if the debtor laws 
are severe enough, the successful 
monopolist may put the rest of the 
community under serfdom to sup- 
port him in ease as the fruit of his 
economic victory. But if he at 
tempts this he is likely to find 
himself menaced or dispossessed 
by some sort of political revolt. 

If such pastimes were confined 
to evenings in the parlor and to 
the use of stage money, they might 
be passed over as merely family 
fun. But unfortunately the game 
is played in grim earnest and with 
people's happiness at stake in too 
large a portion of the everyday 
economic — and political — world. 
Too large a portion, because any 
place at all is too much space to 
give to this selfish tendency of the 
human mind. And the present 
worship of recovery in the United 
States induces a disposition to 
condone it in business. 

Analysed down to elements, the 
desire for monopoly is a desire for 
self-aggrandisement and satisfac- 
tion of creature wants at the ex 
pense of others. It crops up when 
an individual or group endeavors 
to use wealth or position to freese 
out legitimate competitors from an 
ordinary line of activity supplying 
human wants. It appears when 
an organisation uses Its advantage 
of control over production to ob- 
tain a higher than necessary price 
by restricting output. It shows up 
hi another form when a political 
party or clique tries to persuade 
the people that it to the soke re- 
pository of wisdom and public in- 
terest and holds exclusive claim to 
their fealty. 

Whether manifested hi the 



economic or political form, the key 
characteristics of monopoly are 
limitation and domination. Tbe^ 
overweening business « magnate ' 
tries to shut the doors of oppor- 
tunity to others and collect an 
increased tribute for a de crease d 
service. The political adventurer 
seeks to impose his mold on mil- 
lions and make them pay for It. 

Much of the abuse arises from 
treating business and polities as a 
game with power and fame as the 
prizes instead of as constructive 
activities with service as their 
chief purpose. The remedies Me 
only partly in legislation. Anti- 
trust laws should be revived, but 
the line between monopoly and the 
legitimate rewards of merit is nq 
easy to draw in law or administra- 
tion. The power to prevent abuse 
lies in individual and social con- 
science. 

Every individual should have 
freedom of opportunity unrestrict- 
ed by economic or political oppres- 
sion. Senator William E. Borah 
well said in a recent address: "If 
we are going to preserve our poli- 
tical liberty we must also be pre- 
pared to preserve our economic 
freedom." — Christian Science 
Monitor. 



ON SELECTING BOOKS 




No one doubts that "you can't 
judge a book by its cover." Only, 
a lot of people, when times were 
booming, didn't bother to put the 
truth of the axiom to the test. 
When times got bad, a lot of peo- 
ple stopped buying books, and 
others began to examine into 
books more carefully to see that 
they got their money's worth in 
reading content. 

Now' that times are relatively 
good again (according to report) 
many people are going on with the 
idea of bargains in reading. -Not 
that the value of good bindings 
and fine illustrations is to be pass- 
ed over lightly. It's a source of 
satisfaction to have books that in 
format frre really works of art. 

But, so great is the need for as- 
sistance in selecting really good 
books which may be purchased at 
a small outlay, that, the United 
States Office of Education recent- 
ly published a 28-page pamphlet 
listing recommended editions and 
volumes whose prices range from 
a dime to a dollar each. Primarily 
designed as a help to school 
librarians, the list will also help 
parents Who desire home library 
suggestions. Copies of "Inexpen-

Mr. Kyhn reported that the 
total national cost of gasoline tax- 
ation since the levy first was im- 
posed by Oregon on February 25, 
1919 to finance highways Is esti- 
mated at $5,318,615,856. of which 
$586,337,566 represents federal 
gasoline taxes collected since 1932. 
He told the governor that while 
the tax permits highway users to 
contribute their fair share to the 
cost of highways, in some states 
tax rates have become so excessive 
as to encourage tax evasion and 
bootlegging. Also, he said, some 
states have been using the money 
for purposes other than roads, 
with a resulting neglect of high- 
ways Jor which users have paid, an 
increase in unemployment, and a 
gain in highway accidents. 

Informing the governor that the 
petroleum industry, which largely 
finances the collection of the tax, 
stands ready through his Commit- 
tee to aid state authorities in en- 
forcing gasoline tax laws and in 
encouraging development of ade- 
quate highways, Mr. Kyhn urged 
the governor to work for elimina- 
tion of the duplicating federal 
levy on gasoline. This tax, he de- 
clared, draws money to the federal 
treasury that could well be spent 
within' the state, and also violates 
the principle of gasoline taxation 
since the revenue is not ear-mark, 
ed for roads. 

Experience shows," he added, 
"that state gasoline taxes are more 
remunerative when imposed at 
rates so reasonable as to encourage 
willingness to pay and to discour- 
age tax evasion and gasoline boot- 
legging. Generally speaking, rev- 
enue from reasonable gasoline 
taxes and from other automotive 
levies, if i properly and effectively 
expended upon long-term pro- 
grams of planned highways ad- 
apted to present and prospective 
traffic needs, adequately will fin- 
ance state highways systems. 

Speaking from our experience 
as collectors of the gasoline tax 
who daily are in contact with 
those who pay it, we respectfully 
urge that you exercise your au- 
thority in behalf of these tax- 
prayers by holding or by reducing 
the state tax rate to a reasonable 
level, by expending the revenue 
only upon planned roads, by en- 
forcing gasoline tax laws, and by 
urging the immediate elimination 
of the duplicating federal tax."

BOOKS TO OWN 



THE WAT OF A 
TRANSGRESSOR 
By Negley Fsrson 

Harcourt, Brace. 602pp. $3.00

A matter which has been a 
source of surprise to many of us 
lesser mortals is the promiscuous 
way in which dull persons who 
have lived ordinary lives decide to 
give the world an autobiography. 
Too often, apparently, the man 
who has the courage and the wit 
to live interestingly lacks the time 
to tell the world about it. The 
result is seen In the great expanses 
of pedanticlsm and of posturing 
which are found in autobio- 
graphical fields. 

The appearance of a book like 
Negley Farson's "The Way of a 
Transgressor" is a refreshing and 
important event. For Parson has 
carried through an exciting and 
unique experiment in living. He 
has. consistently refused to make 
compromises with the every-day 
rules of existence, has revolted in 
action rather than in bitterness of 
thought, and now, at last, has re- 
ported the resultant saga in 
straight-forward, swiftly moving 
prose. 

"The Way of a Transgressor" 
divides itself naturally, If a bit 
unfortunately, into two parts. The 
first deals in an honest but sketchy 
fashion With 
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je author's youth. 
We are told of tr group of Incidents 
characteristic enough in their way, 
but somehow lacking in real con- 
tinuity. The honesty Is Impressive, 
however. In that the Incidents are 
obviously those which a man 
would remember. There is no em- 
broidery here— no attempt to cap- 
ture a personality in a net of in- 
trospective phrases. One gets the 
impression that Mr. Farson wrote 
this first part as it came to him, 
getting It out of the way so that 
he might go ahead to what he 
regarded as the important and 
more interesting portions of the 
book. 

The transition comes abruptly 
when the scene shifts from Amer- 
ica to England. Immediately the 
writing takes on a new zest and 
a greater attention to detail. Al- 
though the reader is left a bit out 
of breath by this sudden change, 
the change is quite understand- 
able. Mr. Parson has, after all, 
spent the greater portion of his 
life as a foreign correspondent. It 
is when he is In strange lands, ap- 
parently, that his sense of detail 
and of proportion reach their 
highest levels. * 

Once the reader has become 
adapted, he finds himself caught 
up in a wildly rapid succession of 
fascinating narrative and discus- 
sion. The pictures drawn are vivid 
and unforgettable. We see the 
decadent beauty of Tsarist Russia i 
during the first years of the world 
war, the hatred and stupidity of 
the revolution, mid-war Egypt, a 
tenderly drawn little pastoral of 
British Columbia, the whining re- 
sentment of post-war India, and, 
finally, a panorama of middle Eu- 
rope building up hatred upon a 
treaty. The author has been one 
of those fortunate men who are 
somehow placed upon the scene so 
that they may see history made: 
there are probably few men who 
history with 
Of Mr. 



Fate even managed to put him in 
a job in Chicago where he could 
observe the great era of salesman- 
ship and hokum which preceded 
1929. ' 

It must be admitted, however, 
that "The Way of a Transgressor" 
does not qualify as an autobio- 
graphy in the true sense. Mr. 
Farson has apparently spent too 
many years as a star reporter to 
be able to inject his own personal- 
ity into his writings. The purely 
narrative style which he employs 
can only result in something dan- 
gerously akin to the old-fashioned 
anecdote school, which has so 
fortuntely expired of Internal 
boredom. Too often we find an 
unexciting love affair mixed into 
an important discussion of an in- 
ternational event. We should be 
Inclined to overlook this defect 
had the author emerged at last 
with an insight into his own char- 
acter, but this he never does. The 
reader leaves the book with no 
true impression of the author as a 
person. He knows only that the 
writer is a man who has followed 
a quest for the unusual, but, the 
suspicion is strong, who has not 
thought about himself enough to 
realize it. A fuller treatment of 
the author's motivations and de- 
sires might have resulted in a 
greater work. 

In justice, however, it should be 
pointed out that Mr. Farson has 
neither named his book an auto- 
biography nor attempted any such 
task as the previous paragraph 
discusses. He set out to describe 
what he had seen and heard 
rather than what he felt. If we 
Judge his book, as we should, ac- 
cording to his purpose, only one 
verdict Is possible. For "The Way 
of Transgressor" enlists both the 
Interest and the Imagination of 
its reader. It Is, indeed, a high- 
water mark of reportorial art.

Biscuits Coffee 

Angel Food Surprise 

Creole Shrimp 

3 c. hot boiled rice 
2 tbsp. fat 

2 onions, sliced 

4 stalks celery, chopped 

1 tbsp. flour 

'1 tsp. salt 

2 c. tomatoes 
2 c. peas 

1 tbsp. vinegar 

1 tsp. sugar 

IVi c. cooked shrimp* 

2 tbsp. chili powder 

1 c. water 

Cook the onions and celery until 
brown in the fat, add flour, sea- 
sonings, and slowly add the water. 
Cook fifteen minutes. Add toma- 
toes, peas, vinegar, sugar and 
shrimps. Continue cooking ten 
minutes more or until the shrimps 
are thoroughly heated. Mold rice 
either In cones or ring and sur- 
round with the Shrimp Creole. 

(The carrot rings are Just yel- 
low pieces of cooked carrot to give 
the yellow touch to the red 
shrimp.) 

Sweet Potato Balls 
6 sweet potatoes 
Salt and pepper 

2 tbsp. sugar 

1 egg 

Whip cooked sweet potatoes with 
seasonings to taste and whole egg 
or two egg yolks. If necessary add 
little milk to make moist enough 
to shape into balls, then roll in 
broken crisp cornflakes — Fry In 
deep fat.

tion of wholesale lines which con- 
tamed to lag as buyers remained 
weather-bound, according to re- 
ports to the Department of Com- 
merce from 32 important cities. 
I nv entor ies of winter mefthandise 
on retail shelves were lower than 
in many years and, in some cases, 
merchants hall difficulty in re- 
plenishing. Building permits re- 
flected a continued strong con- 
struction sentiment in spite of 
severe weather and activity, parti- 
cularly in home-building, was 
greater than last year. Steady 
operations Were being maintained 
in the steel centers as additional 
railroad orders were placed. Bank 
clearings receded from the pre- 
vious week in some cities, but in 
most an cases, there were impres- 
sive gains over last year. 

While New York reported busi- 
ness spotty, department store sales 
were 9.6% above last year. Chicago 
retailers experienced a light week 
with occasional buying rushes as 
weather moderated. Setbacks were 
'reported by Portland, Oregon, 
Birmingham, Detroit, San Fran- 
cisco and Indianapolis With retail 
trade lighter than, the previous 
week and the 1935 week. That the 
trend of business was to favorable 
weather areas was indicated by 
reports of sharp gains, running as 
high as 50% over the previous and 
1939 weeks, in Dallas, Houston, 
New Orleans, Wilmington, Cleve- 
land and Atlanta. 

Ranch Orders Expected 

Leading wholesale centers were 
preparing for bunch orders, in 
view of low inventories and delay- 
ed buying, but orders lagged dur- 
ing the week as severe weather in- 
duced buyers to stay at home. 
Qdtetude prevailed in most New 
York wholesale houses with ap- 
parel lines suffering and the dis- 
turbance hi the dress manufactur- 
ing Industry subsided without 
stimulating an increase in orders. 
Chicago, Kansas City, Boston and 
Cincinnati markets were also f eel- 
i ing the effect of restrained buying, 
■ J while sharp gains were reported by 
Houston and New Orleans.

is a recent introduction. It is sup- 
planting Cuthbert and St. Regis. 
Chief, a seedling of Latham, ma- 
tures fruit about ten days before 
the parent stock. Its use will 
lengthen the bearing season. New- 
burg, it Is said, has no equal, seems 
to be free of mosaic, and is three 
or four days earlier than Cuthbert. 
Viking and Lloyd George are two 
other red raspberries that may be 
suitable in Virginia. 

Because of can blight, the cul- 
ture of black raspberries in this 
state has declined exceedingly. 
Cumberland, the old stand-by, is 
still good; but the bearing season 
can be lengthened with New Logan 
and Quillen, new varieties that 
come earlier and later, respective- 
ly, than Cumberland. Also, they 
seem to be resistant to anthrac- 
nose and other diseases. 

Purple raspberries, or purple 
canes, have so far succumbed to 
climatic conditions in the South, 
but a new variety, Potomac, may 
succeed under Virginia conditions. 
It has good quality and is disease 
resistant. 

Strawberry Varieties 



might be added to the old stand- 
bys. Concord, Niagara and Dela- 
ware: Fredonia, one of the earliest 
black grapes; Ontario, the earliest 
green grape; Portland, another 
early green variety, largest of all; 
and Sheridan, probably the most 
promising newcomer. It matures 
later than Concord, keeps well and 
is of excellent quality and flavor.

IPICES, today, are taken for 
granted. Neatly arrayed, la- 
beled, and within easy reach, they 
occupy as essential a space In our 
modern kitchen, as does the salt. 
or the kitchen range. No cook 
can do without them. Yet. because 
they are so intimate a part of our 
culinary life, they are out of mind 
until we reach for them. 

In olden times, wars were 
tought over spices. New countries 
and new trade routes were discov- 
ered because of them. Tributes to 
Solomon and other mighty mon- 
arch r were paid with them. 

These peaceful little spices, so 
neatly filed away in our kitchens 
were once vivid with deeds of 
bloodshed. History records entire 
native populations being massa- 
cred by the Portuguese and the 
Dutch in order that they might 
maintain their control over ■pteet. 
and prevent the natives from sell- 
ing to other countries. 

History and Botany 

Why, one asks, did spices take 
so important a part in the making 
of history? Chiefly because of the 
fart that food in those early days 
was often so poor, because of lim- 
ited transportation and mean* of 
storing, that it was only by highly 
seasoning the food that it could 
be eaten. Also, because spices 
were considered indispensable in- 
gredients in the sacred oil of the 
tabernacles — and therefore no 
matter how rare, or how hazard- 
ous to procure, spices must be had 
In order to keep the altar fires 
burning. 

Botanlcally, as well as histori- 
cally, spices offer a most interest- 
ing study. Did it ever occur to you 
that the many kinds of spices 
which yon keep in your kitchen, 
re p res e nt the various portions of 
their respective plants? 

Ginger Is the rooUtock of Its 
plant; cinnamon Is the inner bark 



of another plant; cloves are the 
flower-buds; nutmegs are the 
seeds; black peppercorns are the 
whole fruits; and sage, thyme.

tire upper parts of certain plants. 
Their aroma and their value as 
sprees are contained mainly in 
their essential oils.

The housewife or the, cook, who 
reaches for the spice cabinet, only 
for baking or for some few other 
uses, is cheating herself of Ingre- 
dients which would transform her 
menus from the commonplace to 
the intriguing. For it is these 
pices which make all of the dif- 
terence between an uninteresting 
dish and one which is unusual and 
delicious. 

When you bake a ham, for exam- 
ple, do you take It from the oven 
when it Is partly cooked, crust it 
with brown sugar and stud it with 
cloves? It you do, the sweet and 
the spice permeate the tender tis- 
sues so that when you slice it. 
smoking hot. and serve It with ap- 
ple sauce or with pears which 
have been cooked with cinnamon, 
jou have a meat dish which men 
of old would have waged war in 
order to ent. 

Do you add cinnamon and a 
dash of nutmeg to your apple pies 
mi that they emerge from the oven, 
flaky, sweet, tart and spicy, with 
a fragrance which tells the world 
that you've baked applo pie that 
is apple pie? 

If you wonder what makes those 
gay little, German cookies which 
are froaleifvwlth red and green 
sugar, so. .brittle snd hard to hits, 
but so easy to eat. something en- 
tirely different from any other lit- 
tle cookies in the world— it's 
anise.

T w o G r o w po Meet in County ; 
Clothing Made for Indigent 
Children. 



The two sewing room projects 
sponsored by the Works Progress 
Administration in the county will 
continue to function until work in 
private Industry is found for the 
indigent women who are classified 
as the heads of families. Mrs. 
Helen Haggard, head of women's 
relief activities in tins area, told 
the board of supervisors at their 
meeting last Monday. Bins for fuel 
used during the past two months 
were presented by Mrs. Haggard 
and ordered paid by the board. 

At the present time, according 
to Mrs. Hugh Simpkins, who di- 
rects this relief work in Princess 
Anne, six white and 18 colored wo- 
men are now engaged on the sew- 
ing projects, the white women 
using the old agricultural building 
in Oceana and the colored women 
sewing at Seatack. Ten other 
women who are qualified for such 
relief jobs are still without pro- 
jects, she stated, adding that an 
women so employed are the re- 
sponsible heads of families and 
without visible male support. 
Lawrence Favors Project 

George Lawrence, in whose dis- 
trict both sewing rooms are located 
has investigated the work being 
done. His report to the other 
members of the board was most 
favorable and indicative of splen- 
did results. All garments made un- 
der this WPA project are distri- 
buted among the indigent of the 
county, with particular attention 
given to the clothing needs of the 
children. 

Three other women are now em- 
ployed, under WPA supervision, as 
assistant librarians in the Oceana, 
Creeds and Court House schools. 



Gunnery Practice 
Begins In County 

Battery C. Second Coast Artill- 
ery, stationed at Fortress Monroe, 
began its first active training 
period of the year on Wednesday 
at Fort Story, where machine gun 
firing will be carried on for the 
next two months. The battery 
traveled by boat from the Old 
Point dock to Deep Creek,' where 
trucks were waiting to convoy the 
personnel to the fort. 

The battery contingent of the 
encampment consists of 11 officers 
and 110 men, Captain A. M. Wil- 
son commanding. 

Machine gun practice, with 
aerial targets as the mark, will be 
carried on for a period of about 
eight weeks, the present schedule 
calling for the return of the bat- 
terymen about April 30. Both 
night and day firing will be car- 
ried out, with airplanes from 
Langley Field towing the targets.

A total of 41 contagious 
rere held to the 
during the past month, Miss Qert- 
rude Lovell, county nurse, reported 
yesterday. Boor weather and Im- 
passable roads seriously hampered 
the work, which was under the 
direction of Dr. Josiah Leake, 
health officer for P rinc e ss Anne. 
Miss Lovell continued, and those 
schools not yet visited wiU be in- 
cluded in March's clinical sche- 
dule. 

Of the clinics held, twelve were 
hi white schools and twenty-nine 
hi colored classrooms. Diphtheria 
treatment was administered to 
thirty children of preschool age, 
fifteen of which were white child- 
ren, and to forty-four children of 
school age. Of this latter num- 
ber, thirty-one recipients of the 
toxin were white. Smallpox treat- 
ments were administered to forty- 
seven children. 

IN Teste Given 

In all, according to Miss Lovell, 
a total of 100 Schick tests were 
given during the February clinics. 

The schedule of clinics for those 
schools which have been overlook- 
ed this far is given below. The. 
dates have been set as of March 
24 and March 31. 

Court House School, 9:30 a. m.; 
Nimmo, 10:15 a. m.; Plney Grove, 
11:00 a. m.; Union Kempsville,

Children of preschool age may 
be brought to Miss Lovell's Vir- 
ginia Beach office on Tuesday 
mornings for diphtheria treat- 
ments.

Claim must have pulled many cam- 
eras out of his bag and quite gen- 
erously presented them to those of 
all ages. 

Although modern day film has 
simplified snapshooting and allows 
for a certain amount of variation in 
shutter speed and lens aperture, 
some owners of new cameras seem 
to be having a little trouble In get- 
ting properly exposed snapshots. 

Well, the first time you played golf 
you didn't get a perfect drive, did 
you? It's practice and experimenting 
that make for improvement. 

Here's a suggestion that will help 
you get better results; that Is, U 
you follow it. 

When you take a picture make a 
note of the "stop" you used. By that 
I mean, the first or second opening, 
if you have a box camera, or It you 
have a folding camera you should 
also make note of the speed ot the 
shutter, that Is, l/25th of a second, 
1/faOth or whatever it may have been. 
When the prints are returned you 
can look at them and say to your- 
self— "Thia one ot Billie la awfully 
dark and doesn't show up as 1 ex- 
pected. Let's see now — 1 took this 
picture at noon at l/50th of a sec- 
ond and had the diaphragm set at 
/.ll. A little too fast to get the proper 
exposure under a hazy sky. The next 
time, under the same conditions, III 
either set the diaphragm pointer at 
/.8 to let In more light or sis* leave 
the diaphragm opening at Ml and 
sot the shatter speed at 1/ieth of a 
second so as to give ths picture a 
longer exposure." Ton can readily 
see how valuable and Important this 
Information would be to help Im- 
prove the anallty of your picUres. 



Let's try for a picture this week 
of Billie playing with his favorite 
toy— the one he always makes a 
rush for when he gets home from 
school. What is it — a sled, a scooter, 
an express wagon, or a bicycle? Has 
he a cowboy's suit? In any case, 
keep your camera loaded, watch for 
him at play and snap a picture of 
him that is characteristic of his play- 
time hours. Billie will grow up but 
not his pictures, and you will be glad 
some day to have him before your 
eyes, the little boy again at play. Just 
as he was. Remember, the picture 
you want ia his natural self. So don't 
let him pose or you will more likely 
get an attempted Impersonation ot 
a wooden soldier, not Billie. Remem- 
ber that he should not be staring di- 
rectly at the camera when you snap 
the shutter. Let him be Intent on tho 
thing he ia doing, otherwise the pic- 
ture may look as If you had just 
Interrupted him with a scolding and 
ordered him to atop. Make two or 
three shots of him doing the par- 
ticular thing you want the picture 
of, and try again. If necessary, until 
you get that quality of naturalness In 
pose and action that makes ths true 
charm of children's pictures. 

If you cant visualise a good story- 
telling picture, you will find innu- 
merable Ideas in magaiines, espe- 
cially those catering to the homo or 
children. It would bo quite unusual 
to thumb through the pages of one 
of these magaiines without finding 
an advertisement or story from 
which you would get an Idea you 
can apply to a snapshot in or around 
ths home. Try It and dent target to 
keep a record of the apertu re you 
and ths shutter speed.

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RHJEF TO TAXPAYERS VIEWED END 
OP SMALL COUNTY CONSOLIDATION 



Large savings to citterns of the 



Virginia comities through 
comity consolidation and also sav- 
ings to the citizens of the larger 
comities is seen by Dr. E. L. Fox, 
professor of history of Randolph- 
Macon college, writing in the cur- 
rent issue of The Commonwealth, 
publication of The Virginia State 
Chamber of Commerce. Dr. Fox 
compares twenty-eight counties 
with budgets of less than $75,000 
each with a similar number of 
comities with budgets of more 
than $150,000 each, excluding the 
eleven counties which have with- 
in their limits a city population as 
great as one half of the comity 
population. The average size of the 
small budget counties was found 
to be 244 square miles and of the 
large budget counties 551 square 
miles, while the average popula- 
tion of the first group was 6,907 
and of the large counties 28,124. 
Dr. Fox finds that the cost of 
government in the larger counties 
is 23 cents per capita less than in 
the smaller ones. 

Expense of Sheriffs 

Dr. Fox points out that in the 
larger counties one sheriff is paid 
for an average of each 28,000 per- 
sons, while a sheriff is paid in the 
small "counties for each 7,000 . 

"The small budget counties"are x 
ising and paying four times as 
many sheriffs to a given popula- 
tion as are the large-budget coun- 
ties," Dr. Fox states, "The same 
proportion holds for the clerks, 
commonwealth's attorneys, com- 
missioners of the revenue, treasur- 
ers and perhaps other officers. 
The same ratio would hold for 
the divisions superintendents of 
schools but for the fact that the 
state board of education has in 
some instances consolidated two 
or more counties for purposes of 
government operation would be 
the most constructive step in the 
direction of economy in the coun- 

, government that is open to our 
people at the present time. The 
savings in the administration of 
schools alone reduce school ad- 
ministrative costs in the small 
budget counties to an average per 
county of $1,605, and to a cost. of 
less than $1,000 for four counties 
in the list. The small counties 
are able to pay their school teach- 
ers an average of only $517 a year. 
It is fair to say that school teach- 



er s are paying a considerable part 
of the costs of county government 
inefficiency resulting from the 
failure to reap the economies that 
consolidation would bring. The 
large budget counties paid an 
average teacher salary of $610. 
Burden to Small Counties 

"The state auditor's report for 
the year ended June 3d, 1*34, in- 
dicated that for every dollar paid 
by the state to large budget coun- 
ties these counties raised locally, 
on an average, $2.76. The small 
budget counties raised $1.97 for 
each dollar turned over to them 
by the state. The same report in- 
dicates that the combined cost of 
the offices of commissioner of the 
revenue, treasurer and clerk was 
81 cents per capita in the small 
counties and 53 in the large 
budget group. The counties least 
able to do so are bearing a larger 
absolute cost for these officers. 

"Fundamentally important ser- 
vices, such as good teachers in 
good schools and efficient public 
health service, a constructive 
public welfare service and agricul- 
tural and home economics services 
are not available as to the cost of 
small unit-government. The small 
budget counties are spending 28 
cents per capita more than the 
large budget counties for the old 
line county officers, though six 
cents less per capita for the com- 
bined newer services of health, 
welfare, agriculture, and home 
economics."

Later in the ses- 
sion, when S. S. Fife, public works 
director for this area appeared, he 
explained that the money was 
available but that the work could 
not be done unless the county au 
thorized the transportation ex- 
penses of the WPA workers who 
would do the job and would pro- 
vide the road machinery needed. 

Richmond Attitude Explained 

To think of permanent improve, 
ments before the frost was out of 
the ground is foolhardy, Mr. Fife 
stated, asserting that he is in com- 
plete sympathy with the residents 
in their desire to have the road 
Improved, but cautioning against 
the repairs until such time as the 
work can be done satisfactorily. 

$2600 has been appropriated for 
this road construction, but the 
Richmond office does not approve 
of attempting the desired repairs 
at this time, Mr. Fife continued. 
He agreed to explain the position 
of the WPA authorities to the 
group most interested in the pro- 
ject. 

New Loop Road Protested 

Residents of 118th Street, Cape 
Henry, petitioned the board to re- 
quest the State Highway Depart- 
ment not to bring the new loop 
road around Forty Story down 
their improved street. Realty 
values would be decreased by such 
action, it was argued, and the sug- 
gestion was made that any one of 
the adjoining streets was more 
suitable for the proposed thor- 
oughfare. Copies of the protesting 
letters were directed sent to Dele- 
gate Harry Davis, in Richmond. 

Hugh W. Davis, -urged that the 
section of Sunset Parkway not yet 
taken into the State secondary 
road system be recommended for 
such action by the supervisors. 
Rights of way for the parkway 
were secured some time ago and, 
athough part of the road which 
begins at Avenue C and Atlantic 
Avenue has been included in the 
secondary system, the Linkhorn 
Park end has not yet been ap- 
proved. 

A request signed by Mayor Roy 
Smith, of Virginia Beach, asked 
that a committee of supervisors be 
appointed to meet with a commit- 
tee of the town council to consider 
a feasrohrplan for pr o v idin g fire 
protection for that portion of the 
county bordering on the town. The 
expense of such protection, here- 
tofore given without cost, can no 
longer be borne by the town, the 
Mayor's communication stated, 
and some other arrangement must 
be made if a continuation of such 
protection is desired. No action 
was taken on the letter. 

Sergeant Maynard, of the State 
Police Force, appeared at the 
meeting to discuss a possible coun- 
ty police organization and to ex- 
plain the routine followed by his 
officers. He urged that complete 
records of all police activity be 
kept, both as a record of arrests 
and convictions and as a medium 
of protection for the, individual of- 
ficers. Should such a system be 
installed, he said, he would be glad 
to instruct the county police in 
ithe use of the necessary records.

Hints To Gardeners

Starting Seeds Indoors 

GARDENERS usually obtain more 
satisfactory results in growing 
certain vegetables such as tomato, 
cabbage, broccoli, egg plant and 
pepper if the plants are started 
early indoors from seed. One ad- 
vantage Is that seed of known 
variety from a dependable source 
can be used. 

Should yon prefer plants, how- 
ever, make certain they are from a 
reliable source. 

Tomatoes are one of the most 
satisfactory home garden items, and 
one of the most popular of this 
group. Seed can be obtained from a 
nearby dealer and should be sown 
about eight weeks before selliug 
plants in the open. 

Sow the seeds not mora than one- 
quarter inch deep In good loamy 
toil In a flat box which has quarter- 
Inch holes In the bottom to permit 
drainage. Water thoroughly but not 
too frequently, preferably on bright 
days. 

Good sunlight and good air circu- 
lation prevent "damping off" which 
is caused by an accumulation of 
moisture at the surface of the soil. 
Keep the temperature fairly even 
and warm— about 70 to 76 degree*. 

When the young plant* are about 
one and one-half inches tall, they 
should be transplanted to a larger 
box or Into a cold frame, according 
to the faculties available. If kept 
In a box, they should be "hardened 
off", placed In the open In the shade 
six or eight mild days. 

Young plants spaced about three 
Inches apart each way will have 
plenty of room to develop. In the 
garden, plants should be spaced 
about four feet apart each way for 
best results. 

Tomatoes do best on loamy soil. 
Sandy soil* produce early crops but 
the picking saason la short and the 
yield not so heavy. Heavier soils 
produce later but mora abundantly. 

Cabbage, broccoli, pepper and egg
